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Navy  Starts  ‘Witchhunt’ 
Against  Alleged  Lesbians 


Our  Own  May  Be 
Back  in  Libraries

LONG  BEACH,  CA— The 
U.S.  Navy  is  investigating  16 
women  sailors  on  board  the  secret 
missile  ship  U.S.S.  Norton  Sound 
on  charges  of  homosexuality,  in 
what  the  women’s  attorney  called 
“a  disgusting  witchhunt.” 

The  women  were  required  to 
undergo  psychological  testing  to 
determine  if  they  were  lesbians. 

“There  is  no  offering  of  proof 
any  of  these  women  are  lesbians,” 
said  Susan  McGreivy  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Civil  Liberties  Union  of 
Southern  California’s  Gay  Rights 
Chapter.  “They  have  not  been 
told  who  their  accusers  are  .  .  .  It 
boils  down  to  character  assassina¬ 
tion.” 

She  charged  at  a  press  confer¬ 
ence  that  the  probe  was  an 
attempt  to  “remove  women” 
from  the  Navy.

Split  Over

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  A  grass¬ 
roots  coalition  of  lesbian  and  gay 
activists  has  apparently  succeeded 
In  overturning  the  decision  of  the 
leadership  of  this  year’s  June  29 
San  Francisco  Gay  Freedom  Day 
Parade  and  Celebration  not  to 
have  speakers  at  the  parade’s 
annual  rally  in  front  of  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  City  Hall.  The  coalition’s 
apparent  victory  represents  only 
the  latest  in  what  has  been  an  an¬ 
nual  battle  over  who  will  control 
the  image  and  substance  of  the 
only  event  that  seems  to  involve 
virtually  all  the  elements  of  this 
city’s  huge  lesbian  and  gay  com¬ 
munities. 

The  controversy  over  continu¬ 
ing  the  tradition  of  political 
speakers  at  the  Gay  Freedom  Day 
rally  has  been  simmering  below 
the  surface  for  a  number  of 
weeks.  The  move  not  to  have 
speakers  seemingly  led  by  this 
year’s  San  Francisco  Gay  Freedom 
Day  Committee  (GFDC)  co-chairs 
Amy  Fournier  and  Bruce  Goran- 
son. 

Fournier  quite  candidly  admits 
that  she  and  her  friends  thought  it 
might  be  “novel”  to  stage  this 
year’s  event  without  any  formal 
speeches.  Fournier  says  the  move 
was  not  an  attempt  to  depoliticize 
Gay  Freedom  Day,  but  to  respond 
to  those  segments  of  the  commun¬ 
ities  who  feel  that  musical  events 
can  be,  in  their  own  way,  effective 
political  statements. 

She  does  concede  that  the  fight 
over  speakers  versus  no  speakers 
was  carried  on  mainly  within  the 
ranks  of  the  parade  committee’s 
executive  hierarchy,  at  least  parti¬ 
ally  avoiding  a  direct  confronta¬ 
tion  over  the  issue  at  the  grass¬ 
roots  controlled  general  member¬ 
ship  meetings. 

Says  Fournier,  “In  essence,  and 
I’ll  be  real  honest  with  you,  to 
take  the  heat  off  the  celebration 
people,  we  made  the  decision  in 
the  executive  committee  of  the 
Gay  Freedom  Day  committee  that 
there  would  be  no  speakers  at  this 
year’s  celebration  site.  However, 
we  considered  names  that  people 
submitted  to  us.” 

The  opposition  to  the  no¬ 
speakers  policy  emerged  from  a 
very  loose  coalition  of  forces, 


Force  in  San  Diego.  Told  GCN 
that  McGreivy’s  charge  “Is  entire¬ 
ly  without  foundation.” 

“Number  one,”  Baker  said, 
“the  initial  allegation  in  this  case 
was  made  by  a  female,  it  was  not 
made  by  a  male  service  member. 
Number  two,  the  issue  of  persons 
being  discharged  from-  the  Naval 
Service  for  reasons  of  homosex¬ 
uality  is  not  a  new  issue.” 

According  to  Baker,  one  of  the 
ship’s  women  crew  members  re¬ 
ported  to  a  superior  officer  that 
lesbian  acts  were  occurring  on 
board  the  ship.  The  superior  offi¬ 
cer  reported  the  allegation  to  the 
ship’s  commanding  officer,  who  is 
required  under  Navy  regulations 
to  conduct  an  investigation. 

McGreivy  charged  that  the 
names  of  women  being  investi¬ 
gated  were  obtained  when  a  ship’s 
roster  was  circulated  among  the 
women  crew  members,  who  were 
asked  to  check  off  the  names  of 
those  women  they  suspected  of 


including  the  lesbian-organized 
Women’s  Outreach  Committee, 
as  well  as  elements  of  the  ad  hoc 
groups  that  had  arisen  earlier  this 
year  to  protest  the  movies 
Windows  and  Cruising. 

Kory  White  is  a  member  of  the 
Women’s  Outreach  group  who 
has  been  lobbying  the  parade 
committee  around  issues  in¬ 
volving  women  and  the  disabled 
community.  White  says  that  a 
policy  not  to  have  speakers  at  Gay 
Freedom  Day  violates  the  very  es¬ 
sence  of  what  the  day  is  supposed 
to  commemorate:  the  1969  New 
York  City  Stonewall  uprising. 

Explains  White,  “What  the 
Stonewall  Riot  was  was  a  bunch

CHICAGO  —  The  owners  of 
C.K.  and  Augies,  a  women’s  bar, 
have  agreed  to  conform  to  this 
city’s  civil  rights  ordinances  after 
charges  of  racial  discrimination 
and  weekly  picketting  by  the 
Black  Lesbian  Discrimination  In¬ 
vestigation  Committee'  (BLDIC) 
brought  the  issue  to  the  attention 
of  the  city’s  Human  Relations 
Commission,  which  initiated 
negotiations  between  the  bar  and 
protesters.  The  Illinois  Liquor 
Control  Commission  (ILCC)  also 
received  complaints  and  is  moni¬ 
toring  the  bar  for  racial  discrimi¬ 
nation. 

The  agreement  includes  the  de¬ 
tailing  and  posting  of  what  is  le¬ 
gitimate  ID  for  all  customers  and 
a  ban  on  reprisals  against  the  pro¬ 
testers,  reports  say.  In  addition,  a 
bouncer  that  BLDIC  says  har¬ 
assed  black  women  has  been  fired. 

The  agreement  was  conciliated 
in  late  May  by  Human  Relations 
Commissioner  Donald  Colonna  in 
negotiations  among  bar  owners 
Carol  Kappa  and  Olga  Flanagan, 
the  owners’  lawyer  Loren  Stern, 
representatives  of  the  BLDIC  and 
their  lawyer  Renee  Hanover. 

“The  bar  was  letting  whites  in 


being  lesbians. 

“Some  petty  officers  might 
havdhostilityagainstyou  or  think 
that  the  way  people  look  makes 
them  gay.  This  gives  th*  Navy  the* 
right  to  dismiss  people  based  on 
hearsay,”  she  said. 

Baker  said  that  the  charge 
about  the  list  was  “absolutely  in¬ 
correct.”  However,  he  was  unable 
to  say  how  the  names  of  those 
women  being  investigated  were 
obtained.  “I  don’t  have  the  speci¬ 
fics  on  that,”  he  told  GCN,  “and 
if  I  did,  it  would  be  inappropriate 
for  me  to  comment,  as  it’s  part  of 
the  investigation.” 

Baker  said  that  the  official 
Navy  policy  on  homosexuality 
was  that  “any  member  who  soli- 
citis,  attempts,  or  engages  in  ho¬ 
mosexual  acts  shall  normally  be 
separated  from  the  Naval  Service. 
The  presence  of  such  a  member  in 
a  military  environment  seriously 
impairs  combat  readiness,  effici-

of  faggots  taking  their  power. 
And  taking  your  power  doesn’t 
mean  having  a  carnival  and  not 
saying  anything.  Taking  your 
power  means  celebrating,  but  also 
at  the  same  time  acknowledging 
with  words  —  good,  dynamic, 
forceful  words  —  what  it  is  that 
you’re  celebrating,  and 
remembering  what  it  is  that  you 
still  have  to  face.” 

White  noted  that  for  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  not  to  have  any  Gay  Free¬ 
dom  Day ‘speakers  just  after  the 
massive  defeat  of  the  gay  rights 
ordinances  in  Santa  Clara  County 
(see  GCN,  Vol.  7,  No.  46)  is  “al¬ 
most  unconscionable.”  “If  we 
continued  on  page  6 


under  very  lax  ID,  while  harassing 
blacks  by  asking  for  additional  ID 
which  was  degrading,  such  as 
public  assistance  cards,”  Eric 
Wisett, Chief  of  Investigation  for 
the  ILCC,  told  GCN. 

According  to  Marilyn  Isabell,  a 
BLDIC  member,  repeated  inci¬ 
dents  in  which  one  of  a  group  of 
black  women  was  told  she  lacked 
proper  ID  because  she  wasn’t 
carrying  a  welfare  card  or  pass¬ 
port  led  to  the  formation  of  the 
BLDIC. 

When  asked  about  the  charges 
of  discrimination  and  their  resolu¬ 
tion,  owner  Kappa  said,  “Augie 
and  I  have  no  comment.”  Their 
lawyer,  Stern,  was  unavail¬ 

able  for  comment. 

As  many  as  35  women  at  a  time, 
including  Latin,  Asian  and  white 
women  as  well  as  blacks,  picketed 
the  bar  for  a  month  during  peak 
Saturday  hours.  “Picketing  af¬ 
fected  their  business  drastically,” 
said  Hanover.  “A  lot  of  women 
would  not  cross  the  picket  line. 
Many  joined  us  when  they  heard 
what  was  going  on.  The  response 
from  white  women  was  particular¬ 
ly  encouraging.” 

The  Human  Relations  Commis¬ 
sion  was  prompted  to  investigate

VIRGINIA  BEACH,  VIRGIN¬ 
IA  —  Mayor  Patrick  Standing 
appears  to  have  ended  the  nearly 
three-month  ban  on  display  and 
distribution  of  Our  Own  Com¬ 
munity  Press,  the  local  gay  news¬ 
paper,  in  public  libraries  here. 
Standing’s  ruling  followed  Virgin¬ 
ia  Beach  City  Council’s  six  unsuc¬ 
cessful  attempts  to  pass  resolu¬ 
tions  on  the  matter  June  16. 

Council  asked  City  Attorney 
Dale  Dimson  to  determine  the 
legality  of  Standing’s  ruling  be¬ 
fore  returning  Our  Own  to  the 
library  shelves.  The  mayor  insisted 
his  decision  would  stand  until  the 
attorney’s  ruling,  but  Library 
Director  Marcie  Sims  said  she 
would  wait  for  Dimson’s  interpre¬ 
tation.  The  city  attorney  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  rule  on  the  mayor’s  deci¬ 
sion  by  June  23. 

Faced  with  Council’s  inability 
to  act  after  a  noise  two  hour  de¬ 
bate,  Standing  ruled  that  “in  the 
absence  of  Council’s  decision 
today,  the  recommendation  by  the 
[Virginia  Beach]  library  board  of 
April  7  does  take  effect,  and  that 
is  the  policy  until  Council  acts 
otherwise.” 

On  April  7  the  library  board  re¬ 
commended  halting  free  distribu¬ 
tion  of  Our  Own  in  the  public 
libraries,  but  that  a  single  copy  be 
made  available  in  the  periodicals 


the  discrimination  charges  by  a 
Chicago  Sun-Times  article  on  the 
picketing,  Hanover  said. 

After  finding  a  1979  racial  dis¬ 
crimination  complaint  about  the 
bar  in  the  Commission  files  and 
sending  fieldworkers  to  the  picket 
line,  Colonna  called  both  sides 
and  arragned  the  conciliation 
meeting.  “After  a  little  persua¬ 
sion,  both  groups  agreed  they  had 
something  to  gain.  The  disco-bar 
was  suffering  from  loss  of 
business  from  the  picketing,”  he 
said. 

According  to  Colonna,  the 
complaint  fell  under  the  City  of 
Chicago  Public  Accommodations 
Act,  which  says,  in  effect,  that  all 
people  within  the  city  of  Chicago 
shall  be  entitled  to  equal  rights, 
privileges  and  equal  access  to  all 
facilities.  Convictions  of  viola¬ 
tions  can  result  in  fines  of  $200 
per  day  and  a  liquor  license 
review. 

Though  C.K.  and  Augie’s  case 
involved  discrimination  based  on 
race  and  not  sexual  preference, 
Colonna  states  that  “the  Chicago 
Commission  stands  behind  the 
rights  of  gay  people.  If  this  had 
been  a  gay  complaint,  we’d  have 
continued  on  page  8

In  mid-March  City  Manager 
George  Hanbury  had  ordered  Our 
Own  removed  from  the  libraries, 
following  complaints  from  two 
city  council  members  and  heavy 
pressure  from  fundamentalist 
church  groups  in  the  area.  (See 
GCN,  Vol.7  ,  Issue  40,  1980.) 

The  current  situation  satisfied 
neither  the  pro  nor  the  anti  news¬ 
paper  groups.  Both  said  they  will 
sue  the  city  if  the  mayor’s  decision 
stands. 

At  a  board  meeting  June  14  in 
Charlottesville,  the  American 
Civil  Liberties  Union  of  Virginia 
voted  to  sue  the  city  if  the  free  dis¬ 
tribution  policy  is  not  restored  by 
July  1.  Rev.  Rodney  Bell,  pastor 
of  Tabernacle  Baptist  Church, 
vowed  to  sue  to  ban  Our  Own 
from  the  libraries  altogether. 

More  than  350  people  crowded 
into  City  Council  chambers  and 
hallways  June  16  while  debate 
took  place. 

According  to  the  Norfolk,  Vir¬ 
ginia  Ledger-Star,  Rev.  Ann 
Giminez  of  Rock  Church  insisted 
Our  Own  is  obscene  and  unlawful. 
“You  cannot  compromise,  legally 
or  morally,”  Giminez  told  Coun¬ 
cil.  “You  are  bound  by  state  and 
city  laws  to  protect  the  sanctity  of 
the  family.” 

ACLU  spokesperson  Willard 
Frank  said  “It  is  not  the  function 
of  government  to  choose  among 
the  religious  views  offered.” 

Chair  of  the  library  board  John 
Robertson  pointed  out  that  “the 
very  purpose  of  the  Bill  of  Rights 
is  to  withdraw  certain  subjects 
from  the  vicissitudes  of  political 
controversy,”  the  Ledger-Star 
reported.  Bell  urged  Council  to 
call  for  Robertson’s  resignation. 

Jim  Early,  a  member  of  the 
Norfolk,  Virginia,  Unitarian- 
Universalist  gay  community  and 
publisher  of  Our  Own  told  GCN 
that  the  fundamentalist  church 
people  who  were  at  the  meeting 
“quarreled  bitterly  with  the 
mayor  after  the  decision,  and  even 
when  they  were  ruled  out  of  order 
they  kept  on  raising  points  of 
order. 

“Really,  they’re  an  unruly 
group  of  people.  They  said  they 
would  be  back,  and  they  weren’t 
at  all  satisfied  with  the  results,” 
he  said. 

Will  Frank,  chair  of  the  local 
ACLU  chapter,  told  GCN  that 
“certain  of  these  religious  groups 
that  packed  the  place  have  such  a 
narrow  view  of  reality.  It’s  like  the 
whole  world’s  falling  apart  and 
the  only  way  to  save  it  is  to  be 
against  all  kinds  of  things,  which 
unfortunately,  as  a  historian, 
seems  so  similar  to  the  Nazis  in 
Germany.  They’re  good  people 
led  wrong.” 

Nothing  in  the  mayor’s  inter¬ 
pretation  of  City  Council’s  non¬ 
action  prevents  Council  from 
taking  further  action,  and  Early 
told  GCN  “I  fully  expect  at  least

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  Two  new  anti-gay  organi¬ 
zations,  “Americans  Against  H.R.  2074”  and  the 
“American  Family  Institute,”  have  kicked  off  major 
campaigns,  reports  Gay  Rights  National  Lobby 
(GRNL).  The  first  is  a  project  of  Gates  Community 
Chapel  of  Rochester,  NY,  and  appears  to  be  a  cam¬ 
paign  of  national  scope.  Their  first  direct  mail  effort 
employed  distortions  about  the  impact  of  H.R.  2074, 
including  allegations  that  it  would  require  the  hiring 
of  gay  teachers. 

GRNL  executive  director  Steve  Endean 
expressed  serious  concern  over  one  aspect  of  this 
development.  “Their  direct  mail  package  indicated  a 
new  level  of  ‘sophistication’  —  with  the  letter  person¬ 
alized  to  the  correct  members  of  Congress,  etc.  This 
mailing,  plus  the  information  that  we  have  from 
Capitol  Hill  that  members  of  Congress  are  beginning 
to  receive  large  numbers  of  anti-gay  mail,  only 
increases  our  resolve  to  continue  our  efforts  on  the 
national  constituent  network,”  Endean  said. 

The  American  Family  Institute  was  launched  by 
Sen.  Gordon  Humphrey  (R-NH)  and  attacks  Carter  for 
“assaulting  the  American  Families.”  In  particular,  the 
focus  seems  to  be  on  the  recent  White  House  Confer¬ 
ence  on  Families.  Humphrey’s  letter  states,  “Believe 
it  or  not,  he  [Carter]  has  asked  Bella  Abzug,  Mrs. 
Andrew  Young  and  Jean  O’Leary  to  set  future 
standards  for  American  families!”  “The  Humphrey 
letter  is  confusing,  to  say  the  least,  as  Abzug  and 
O’Leary  are  no  longer  in  the  Carter  administration, 
and  none  of  the  three  worked  in  the  conference,” 
GRNL  reports.

HONOLULU  —  June  22  through  28,  1980  marks 
Gay  Pride  Week  in  Hawaii.  Each  year  since  1974,  a 
coalition  of  gay  service  and  business  organizations 
have  organized  special  activities  and  events  to  pro¬ 
mote  awareness  of  gay  people  in  society  and  to 
develop  a  forum  for  gay  people  to  be  proud  of  their 
heritage  and  accomplishments  as  a  people. 

In  1980  the  planning  coalition  for  Gay  Pride 
Week  will  be  offering  religious  events  at  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Community  Church,  public  forums  sponsored 
by  the  Gay  Rights  Committee  of  ACLU,  Relatives  of 
Gays,  and  the  University  of  Hawaii  Gay  Alliance,  a 
Gay  Pride  Week  Celebration  at  the  Sexual  Identity 
Center’s  Gay  Rap  Program,  as  well  as  many  parties 
and  other  events.  All  of  the  week’s  activities  will 
culminate  in  a  Gay  Pride  Picnic  at  Queen’s  Surf 
Beach  in  Kapiolani  Park  on  Saturday,  June  28,  from 
noon  to  3:00  p.m. 


vote  against  nukes 

BOSTON  —  A  coalition  of  local  and  statewide 
groups  including  CPPAX  and  MassPIRG  have  under¬ 
taken  a  signature  collection  drive  to  place  on  the 
ballot  this  fall  the  question  of  a  moratorium  on  new 
nuclear  power  plants  in  Massachusetts.  The  question 
to  be  placed  on  the  ballot  reads: 

Shall  the  Representative  from  this  district  be 
instructed  to  vote  in  favor  of  legislation  requir¬ 
ing  a  moratorium  on  the  construction  or 
licensing  of  new  nuclear  power  plants,  and  man¬ 
dating  instead  that  the  state  promote  energy 
conservation  and  safe  and  renewable  energy 
resources  such  as  hydro-electric  and  solar 
power? 

This  question  is  to  be  placed  on  the  ballot  in  individ¬ 
ual  state  senatorial  or  representative  districts. 

To  qualify  for  the  ballot  in  a  state  representative 
district,  200  signatures  need  to  be  gathered,  while  in 
a  state  senate  district,  1200  are  needed.  Organizers 
are  faced  with  a  July  9  deadline  to  submit  the  signa¬ 
tures  to  local  town  and  city  clerks. 

Efforts  to  qualify  for  the  ballot  are  currently 
underway  all  across  the  state.  Organizers  of  the  refer¬ 
endum  see  the  campaign  as  serving  several  objec¬ 
tives.  They  hope  to  use  the  moratorium  campaign  to 
do  safe  energy  education  at  the  local  level,  to  build  a 
grassroots  network  of  anti-nuclear  activists,  and  to 
firmly  place  Massachusetts  residents  on  record  as 
opposing  new  nuclear  power  plants  in  their  state. 

In  Boston,  petitions  are  being  circulated  in 
several  areas,  including  districts  represented  by  the 
Senate  President  William  Bulger  and  the  Senate 
Chair  of  the  Energy  Committee,  Michael  LoPresti.

MT.  RAINIER,  MD  —  In  conjunction  with  the 
national  celebration  of  Gay  Pride  Week,  New  Ways 
Ministry  announced  here  today  the  publication  of 
Homosexual  Catholics:  A  New  Primer  for  Discussion. 

The  Primer,  a  product  of  the  collaboration  of  two 
Catholic  priests  and  a  Catholic  nun  who  have  been 
engaged  in  gay  ministry  for  a  combined  total  of  30 
years,  Is  modeled  on  the  traditional  Baltimore 
catechism  with  its  question-and-answer  format.  In  an 
introduction  the  co-authors,  Robert  Nugent,  SDS, 
Jeannine  Gramick,  SSND,  and  Thomas  Oddo,  CSC, 
state  that  “Gay  ministry  . . .  means  challenging  each 
other  to  move  beyond  hardened  positions  or  simplist¬ 
ic  slogans.”  The  booklet  is  the  result  of  their 
academic  studies  and  pastoral  ministry  which  they 
describe  as  “an  experience  of  solidarity  with  gay 
Christians.” 

The  Primer”  is  the  first  work  of  its  kind  to  cover 
in  a  concise,  accurate  and  readable  manner  such 
diverse  topics  ranging  from  theological-pastoral 
approaches  to  homosexuality,  sacred  scripture  and 
civil  rights  to  homosexuality  in  religious  and  priestly 
vocations  and  responsible  dissent  from  official 
Catholic  teaching  on  homosexuality. 

The  work  also  contains  a  bibliography  of  books, 
pamphlets,  articles  and  tapes  on  homosexuality  from 
a  Catholic  perspective,  plus  the  most  current  and 
complete  listing  of  groups  ministering  to  gay  people 
within  the  Catholic  community.  According  to  the 
authors  the  book  is  described  as  useful  for  discus¬ 
sion  groups  and  educational  programs,  as  well  as  for 
lay  Catholics  who  desire  a  basic  introduction  to  what 
the  Catholic  church  is  saying  about  homosexuality.

naughty,  naughty 

NEW  YORK  —  Objections  to  the  appearance  of 
the  West  Point  Glee  Club  in  a  two-hour  fund-raising 
television  program  for  the  Anita  Bryant  Ministries, 
Inc.  have  been  upheld  by  the  legal  counsel  of  the  De¬ 
partment  of  the  Army. 

In  a  letter  to  the  New  York  Chapter  of  the  Gay 
Atheists  League  of  America  dated  June  2,  1980,  U.S. 
Army  general  counsel  Sara  E.  Lister  admitted:  “We 
have  concluded  that . . .  the  Glee  Club’s  appearance 
was  not  consistent  with  Department  of  Defense 
guidance  . . .” 

The  Gay  Atheists  League  of  America  had 
charged  that  the  television  program,  aired  on  a  local 
TV  station  in  New  York  City  on  March  27,  1980,  vio¬ 
lated  the  Constitutional  separation  of  church  and 
state. 

Although  West  Point  denied  the  charge  and  the 
Army’s  legal  counsel  avoided  reference  to  a  constitu¬ 
tional  infringement,  West  Point  was  instructed  to 
inform  the  Anita  Bryant  Ministries  television  pro¬ 
ducer  of  “. . .  our  objection  to  use  of  the  West  Point 
segment  in  connection  with  the  Anita  Bryant  Minis¬ 
tries,  Inc.” 

Both  the  Department  of  the  Army  and  the  U.S. 
Military  Academy  have  assured  the  Gay  Atheists 
League  of  America  that  West  Point  will  be  more  care¬ 
ful  about  such  involvements  in  the  future. 


forum  on  youth/adult  relationships 

NEW  YORK  CITY  —  The  first  open  forum  on 
youth/adult  homosexual  relationships  since  the  for¬ 
mation  of  the  North  American  Man/Boy  Love  Associ¬ 
ation  (NAMBLA)  will  be  held  at  7:30pm,  June  24  at  the 
Millenium,  66  E.  4th  St.  Ten  other  groups,  including 
the  Gay  Media  Alliance,  Gay  Youth,  and  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  Socialist  League,  have  joined  NAMBLA  in  co¬ 
sponsoring  the  discussion.  The  forum  includes  time 
for  the  different  groups  to  present  their  views,  but  the 
bulk  of  it  will  be  devoted  to  an  open  mike,  when 
anyone  may  speak. 


wrongful  life 

LOS  ANGELES  —  In  a  precedent-setting 
decision,  an  appeals  court  has  upheld  a  child’s  right 
to  sue  for  damages  because  it  was  conceived  and 
born  with  a  severe  genetic  defect. 

Two-year-old  Shauna  Curlender  has  Tay-Sachs 
disease,  a  defect  which  only  allows  infants  to  devel¬ 
op  normally  for  their  first  6-9  months,  later  causing 
them  to  regress  and  die  by  the  age  of  3  or  4.  The 
Boston  Herald-American  reports  that  her  father  is 
suing  two  laboratories  in  her  behalf  for  improperly 
testing  him  and  his  wife.  They  were  told  they  did  not 
carry  the  disease. 

The  suit  claims  the  negligence  of  the 
laboratories  led  to  her  birth,  when  she  would  have 
been  better  off  not  having  been  born  at  all.  The 
Herald  quotes  Craig  Dummit,  attorney  for  one  of  the 
laboratories,  saying,  “Now  the  court  is  saying  the 
fetus  has  rights  before  it  is  conceived  . . .  When  the 
right-to-lifers  get  hold  of  this  they’re  going  to  be 
clamoring  to  change  abortion  laws.” 
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Groups  Organize 
To  Aid  Cubans

Two  months  after  the  current 
wave  of  Cuban  refugees  began 
arriving  in  the  United  States,  gay 
organizations  and  individuals  in 
several  parts  of  the  country  have 
begun  assisting  the  large  number 
of  gay  men  and  lesbians  among 
them. 

Ramon  Muni,  president  of 
Latins  for  Human  Rights  in 
Miami,  told  GCN  his  organization 
has  been  offering  orientation  and 
peer  counseling  to  the  gay 
refugees,  many  of  whom  are 
“quite  traumatized”  by  their 
experiences.  Muni  says  his  organi¬ 
zation  is  planning  to  conduct  ori¬ 
entation  sessions  together  with  the 
American  Civil  Liberties  Union 
on  the  legal  situation  of  lesbians 
and  gay  men  in  the  United  States. 

Muni  told  GCN  that  it  would  be 
impossible  to  estimate  the  numbef 
of  gay  people  among  the  Cuban 
refugees,  but  that  he  personally 
has  talked  with  about  75  since  he 
began  on  May  19. 

Another  Miami  organization, 
the  Dade  County  Coalition  for 
Human  Rights,  has  been  seeking 
jobs  and  housing  for  gay  refugees. 
Joseph  Fragga,  the  person  most 
actively  involved  in  the  effort,  has 
made  contacts  in  all  the  processing 
centers  in  Florida  and  has  recently 
been  given  permission  to  work 
with  refugees  at  Fort  Chaffee, 
Arkansas. 

Several  fund-raising  events  have 
been  held  in  the  Miami  gay  com¬ 
munity,  including  benefit  drag 
shows. 

Harry  Losleben  of  the  Coalition 
told  GCN  that  so  far  the  organiza¬ 
tion  has  found  jobs  and  housing 
for  about  40  gay  refugees,  many 
of  them  outside  of  Florida.  He 
says  there  have  been  inquiries  and 


offers  of  help  from  Washington 
state,  California,  Chicago, 
Washingtion,  D.C.,  and  Boston. 

Losleben  told  GCN  that  service 
agencies  and  government  officials 
were  reluctant  at  first  to  work 
with  a  gay  organization  but  have 
since  become  more  cooperative. 
He  said  Fragga  “was  very  upfront 
about  the  whole  thing  and  told 
them  what  he  was  doing  and  why 
he  could  do  things  that  they 
couldn’t.” 

Meanwhile,  the  San  Francisco 
Sentinel  reports  that  the  Board  of 
Elders  of  the  Metropolitan  Com¬ 
munity  Church  approved  an  out¬ 
reach  program  to  gay  Cuban  refu¬ 
gees.  The  Sentinel  quotes  Troy 
Perry,  founder  of  the  church,  as 
saying,  “We  will  move  to  get  these 
people  help  immediately.  We  are 
very  concerned  about  the  way 
gays  may  be  treated,  and  we  will 
help  them  to  readjust  their  lives.” 

Father  Jack  O’Conner  of 
Catholic  Charities  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  told  GCN  that  his  group  has 
offered  assistance  to  the  Cuban 
community  of  San  Francisco  in 
their  effort  to  aid  recent  Cuban 
refugees  and  that  so  far  he  has 
seen  no  hostility  on  the  part  of 
officials  or  members  of  the  com¬ 
munity  toward  the  lesbians  and 
gay  men  among  them. 

In  Boston,  Armando  Gaitan  of 
the  Comite  Latino  de  Lesbianas  y 
Homosexuales  de  Boston  told 
GCN  that  there  hasn’t  been  time 
to  organize  local  support  for  the 
refugees  but  that  he  expects  it  to 
come  about.  He  says  his  organiza¬ 
tion  and  other  interested  individu¬ 
als  produced  a  translation  into 
Spanish  of  the  soundtrack  of 
“Word  is  Out”  which  will  be  used 
in  orientation  sessions  in  Florida. 


Crucial  Time  For  Bill

BOSTON  —  One  of  two  lesbian 
and  gay  rights  bills  introduced  this 
year  could  pass  the  Massachusetts 
legislature  during  the  final  few 
days  of  the  current  session, 
scheduled  to  end  Sunday,  June 
22.  Bill  #3882  is  a  general  bill  out¬ 
lawing  discrimination  on  the  basis 
of  sexual  preference  in  the  areas 
of  housing,  employment,  credit 
and  public  accomodations.  As  us¬ 
ual,  this  sweeping  bill  will  have 
difficulty  passing  according  to 
members  of  the  Massachusetts 
Gay  Political  Causus  (MGPC). 
However,  Bill  #4020,  extending 
equal  rights  in  public  employment 
to  gays,  could  pass  as  part  of  an 
overall  civil  service  reform  pack¬ 
age.  - 

4020  is  a  single  paragraph  bill 
making  it  “.  .  .  an  unlawful  prac¬ 
tice,  because  of  sexual  preference 
of  any  individual,  to  refuse  to  hire 
or  employ  or  to  bar  or  discharge 
from  (public)  employment  .  .  .” 
The  same  paragraph  is  also  part  of 
Bill  #6078,  a  civil  service  reform 
package  that  contains  other  public 
employment  reforms  unrelated  to 
lesbian  and  gay  rights. 

In  an  important  decision,  the 
MGPC  lobby  group  voted  unani¬ 


mously  to  support  the  6078  pack¬ 
age  and  not  bring  the  singular 
4020  to  a  vote.  This  strategy  better 
insures  passage  of  this  lesbian  and 
gay  rights  legislation  and  the  sig¬ 
nature  of  Gov.  Edward  King,  ac¬ 
cording  to  members  of  MGPC. 

“The  6078  package  stands  a 
very  good  chance  of  passing,” 
according  to  Steve  Tierney,  chair 
of  MGPC’s  Legislation  Affairs 
Committee,  because  it  has  the 
support  of  the  state  union  of 
workers  for  the  Commonwealth. 
Tierney  feels  that  in  the  event  of 
round  the  clock  sessions  all  legis¬ 
lators  would  be  present  for  a  vote 
on  6078. 

As  part  of  6078  the  sexual  pre¬ 
ference  section  would  be  protec¬ 
ted  from  veto.  The  governor  could 
amend  the  bill  and  leave  out  the 
gay  rights  section  but  a  majority 
vote  in  the  House  could  reinstate 
the  section  as  opposed  to  the  two- 
thirds  majority  that  would  be 
needed  to  override  a  veto.  Also, 
the  governor  would  risk  alienating 
a  state  union  that  unanimously 
endorsed  the  lesbian  and  gay 
rights  section.  4020  alone  does  not 
have  these  attributes  for  passage 
into  law,  Tierney  said.  Most  likely

Mayor  Proposes  New  Bill 
To  Ban  Discrimination

BOSTON  —  Mayor  Kevin 
White  has  filed  what  he  calls  “the 
most  comprehensive  urban  anti- 
discrimination  ordinance  in  the 
country”  which  would  protect  les¬ 
bians  and  gay  men,  among  other 
groups,  from  discrimination  in 
several  areas,  including  public) 
and  private  employment  and 
housing. 

The  legislation  calls  for  the 
creation  of  the  Boston  Com¬ 
mission  Against  Discrimination 
(BCAD)  and  a  new  Fair  Housing 
Commission.  Boston  residents 
would  be  protected  from  dis¬ 
crimination  based  on  race,  color, 
sex,  religious  creed,  ancestry, 
national  origin,  marital  status, 
age,  developmental  disability, 
physical  handicap,  sexual  pref¬ 
erence  or  source  of  income  in 
employment,  provision  of  credit, 
services  by  city  contractors  or 
grantees,  housing,  commercial 
space  and  public  accommoda¬ 
tions. 

Robin  MacCormack,  White’s 
liaison  to  the  gay  community  told 
GCN,  “This  initiative  of  the 
mayor’s  is  the  most  important 
legislation  to  affect  an  urban 
community  of  lesbians  and  gay 
men  that  we’ve  seen.  The  BCAD 
will  protect  all  lesbians  and  gay 
men  who  work  within  the  city 
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from  losing  their  jobs  because  of 
their  sexual  orientation.  It  will 
also  ensure  that  we  are  not  dis¬ 
criminated  against  in  housing, 
provision  of  credit  and  public  ac¬ 
commodations,  areas  in  which  we 
have  no  recourse  at  this  time.  We 
must  be  ready  to  support  this 
measure  as  a  community  when  it  is 


before  the  City  Council  and  the 
legislature.” 

The  new  commissions  would 
have  the  authority  to  receive  and 
investigate  charges  of  discrimina¬ 
tion,  subpoena  witnesses  and 
documents,  call  for  hearings,  and 
produce  reports.  The  mayor  has 
also  filed  a  home-rule  petition 
which  would  grant  the  commis¬ 
sions  the  power  to  levy  fines, 
compensations,  or  call  for  “other 
reasonable  remedies,”  when  cases 
of  discrimination  have  been 
found. 

White  said,  “This  new  structure 
will  allow  us  to  take  a  strong, 
systematic  approach  to  ensure 
that  all  segments  of  our  city  are 
treated  equally.  And,  the  teeth  we 
are  putting  into  these  initiatives, 
such  as  subpoena  power,  should 
serve  notice  that  we  mean  busi¬ 
ness.” 

Some  local  community  leaders, 
however,  question  the  need  for 
the  BCAD.  State  Rep.  Mel  King 
told  GCN,  “I  don’t  think  it’s 
needed,  I  don’t  trust  this  admini¬ 
stration.  The  City  has  made  a 
mockery  of  the  Mass.  Commis¬ 
sion  Against  Discrimination  by 
ducking  all  mandates  that  have 
come  from  it.  .  .  .  Right  now  I  see 
no  reason  to  support  it.  Mobiliza¬ 
tion  in  the  community  must  ad¬ 
dress  these  issues.” 
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An  essential  difference  between 
the  proposed  BCAD  and  the 
MCAD  is  that  “sexual  orienta¬ 
tion”  is  not  included  in  current 
MCAD  jurisdiction.  King  believes 
that  people  should  work  to  ex¬ 
pand  MCAD’s  jurisdiction  to  in¬ 
clude  gays  within  MCAD,  but  op¬ 
poses  the  creation  of  BCAD  be¬ 


cause  “all  the  equipment  and 
tools  necessary  to  do  their  work 
are  already  in  existence.”  King 
further  stated  that  he  is  opposed 
to  the  mayor’s  appointing  BCAD 
commissioners,  and  instead  wants 
community  based  groups  to 
appoint  the  commissioners. 

King  said  that  an  editorial  in  the 
Bay  State  Banner,  a  black  com¬ 
munity  newspaper  in  Boston,  sup¬ 
ported  the  establishment  of 
BCAD  but  “minimizes  the  legit¬ 
imacy  of  other  groups.”  The  edi¬ 
torial  states,  “[B] lacks  must  be 
alert  to  insist  that  the  Mayor’s  ef¬ 
fort  is  directed  toward  racial  prob¬ 
lems.  The  ordinance  covers  gays, 
the  handicapped  and  white 
women  too.  Everyone  will  be  try¬ 
ing  to  establish  a  greater  priority 
for  their  special  interests.  If  blacks 
are  not  vigilant,  we  might  find 
ourselves  once  again  at  the  end  of 
the  line  when  rights  are  being 
handed  out.” 

Jose  Gomez,  coordinator  of 
Gay  and  Lesbian  Advocates  and 
Defenders  (GLAD),  a  Boston 
public-interest  law  firm,  is 
preparing  to  testify  in  support  of 
BCAD  at  the  hearings.  Gomez 
told  GCN,  “BCAD  would  pro¬ 
vide  significant  protection  to  gays 
and  lesbians  who  are  victims  of 
employment  and  housing  discrim¬ 
ination  —  protection  which  the 
gay  community  has  been 
unsuccessful  in  acquiring  in  the 
courts  because  of  the  state  legisla¬ 
ture’s  failure  to  explicitly  prohibit 
discrimination  based  on  sexual 
orientation.  Last  December,  in 
MacCauley  v.  MCAD,  GLAD  as 
amicus  curiae  unsuccessfully 
urged  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court 
to  interpret  the  anti-discrimina¬ 
tion  statutes  to  include  gays.” 

Burford  Kaigler,  the  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  Human  Rights  for 
Boston  and  the  person  who  will  be 
leading  the  transition  from  the 
Human  Rights  Dept,  to  BCAD, 
told  GCN,  “We’re  optimistic  of 
passage.  We’re  ready  and  willing 
to  give  people  any  and  all  the  in¬ 
formation  they  might  need  to 
support  this  proposal.” 


Fundamentalists  Rap  KC  Pride

KANSAS  CITY,  MO  —  Wed¬ 
nesday,  May  14,  the  Kansas  City 
Human  Relations  Commission 
(HRC)  voted  unanimously  to  pass 
a  recommendation  to  Mayor 
Richard  Berkley  that  he  sign  a 
proclamation  establishing  June 
21,  1980  as  Lesbian  and  Gay  Pride 
Day.  In  a  letter  addressed  to 
Joseph  L.  Jones,  chairperson  of 
the  HRC,  Berkley  acknowledged 
the  Commission’s  recommenda¬ 
tions,  but  stated,  “I  do  not  intend 
to  issue  a  resolution,”  which 
meant  that  he  would  not  sign  the 
proclamation. 

GCN  contacted  Ted  Sargent,  a 
spokesperson  for  the  Heart  of 
America  Gay  and  Lesbian  Pride 
Committee,  who  stated  that  local 
right  wing  groups  had  mounted  a 
massive  phoning  and  letter  writing 
campaign  to  convince  the  mayor 
to  oppose  the  proclamation. 
These  groups,  he  continued,  are 
being  led  by  Rev.  Truman  Dollar 
of  the  Kansas  City  Baptist  Temple 
who  has  been  using  television  and 
radio  time  to  attack  the  Kansas 
City  gay  community. 

Dollar  replied  to  these  charges 
by  telling  GCN,  “lam  opposed  to 
the  allowing  of  homosexuality  to 
gain  any  sort  of  respectability  in 
Kansas  City.  I  think  homosexual¬ 
ity  just  isn’t  right  and  I  will  be 
raising  hell  [over  this  issue]  on 
television.” 

Dollar  produces  a  Sunday 
morning  T.V.  ministry  on  the 
ABC  affiliate  and  is  currently 


preaching  on  the  topic,  “Is 
Homosexuality  a  Life  Style?”  Ac¬ 
cording  to  Dollar,  “I  feel  that  it 
isn’t  a  life  style,  but  rather  it  is  a 
perversion.  I  believe  the  Bible 
when  it  explicitly  condemns 
homosexuality.  I  don’t  think  it  is 
healthy  for  homosexuals  to  be 
proudly  walking  down  the  street 
holding  hands  and  slobbering  all 
over  each  other.  These  are  bad 
role  models  for  our  children.” 

However,  Dollar  denied  that  he 
asked  his  parishioners  to  either 
call  City  Hall  or  write  letters  to  the 
mayor  to  convince  him  to  reject 
the  HRC  resolution.  He  said, 
“The  letter  and  phone  campaign 
was  spontaneous.” 

Dollar  told  GCN  of  a  private 
conversation  he  had  with  the 
mayor.  According  to  Dollar,  “I 
told  my  people  that  they  didn’t 
have  to  write  letters  because  I  was 
given  a  personal  assurance  by  the 
mayor  that  he  would  not  sign  the 
proclamation.  You  see,  the  mayor 
told  me  that  he  feels  the  same  way 
as  I  do  about  homosexuality  — 
that  it  is  an  outrage.” 

Michael  Fisher,  an  assistant  to 
Mayor  Berkley,  interpreted  the 
mayor’s  decision  not  to  sign  the 
proclamation  very  differently. 
Fisher  maintained  that  the  mayor 
“is  deeply  concerned  with  dis¬ 
crimination  against  gay  people  but 
would  like  to  approach  this  dis¬ 
crimination  in  other  ways  than  is¬ 
suing  an  executive  order.” 

Fisher  continued,  “The  mayor 
didn’t  sign  the  proclamation  be¬ 


cause  he  felt  it  would  bring  too 
much  attention  to  the  issue.  He 
feels  that  more  public  education  is 
needed  before  this  type  of  action 
would  be  accepted.” 

‘  Fisher  denied  claims  that  the 
letter-writing  campaign  had  any 
influence  on  the  mayor’s  decision. 
He  went  on  to  defend  the  mayor’s 
support  for  the  gay  community  by 
citing  one  instance  when  Berkley 
hired  a  gay  man  as  one  of  his 
secretaries.  Also,  he  stated  that 
the  mayor  appointed  an  openly 
gay  man.  Rev.  Keith  Spare,  to  the 
HRC.  Spare  is  associate  pastor  of 
the  Kansas  City  Metropolitan 
Community  Church  (MCC),  and 
was  one  of  the  major  advocates  at 
recent  HRC  hearings  for  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  the  proclamation. 

Spare  and  Dollar  have  debated 
the  issue  of  homosexuality  on 
Kansas  City  Public  Television  Sta¬ 
tion  KCPT  Channel  19  on  Wed¬ 
nesday,  June  11  on  the  John 
Jessup  show,  which  is  a  live  issues 
and  answers  forum.  They  also 
plan  to  debate  on  a  Christian  pro¬ 
gram  on  KCCV  radio. 

Recent  events  have  not  deterred 
the  Heart  of  America  Lesbian  and 
Gay  Pride  Committee  from  spon¬ 
soring  a  series  of  events  through¬ 
out  the  month  of  June.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  has  planned  workshops, 
films,  picnics,  sports  activities  and 
dances.  Notable  amongst  these  ac¬ 
tivities  was  a  Candle-light  Vigil 
heid  at  8:30  p.m.  on  Saturday, 
June  14  to  honor  the  memory  of

Dear  Editor, 

We  would  like  to  object  to  the  article  in  GCN 
headlined  “Women  Beaten  Alt  Somewhere.” 
The  sensationalistic  tone  of  this  article  did  not 
show  any  respect  for  victims  of  the  violent  attack 
or  the  process  that  followed  the  attack.  Writers 
for  GCN  were  asked  by  staff  members  of  the 
Saints  and  Somewhere  and  other  women  at  the 
Saturday  morning  Courthouse  hearing  to  wait  to 
print  the  information  concerning  the  June  6th  at¬ 
tack,  in  order  for  the  article  to  accurately  and  re¬ 
spectfully  portray  the  actual  events  of  this  inci¬ 
dent. 

Following  the  attack  a  community  meeting 
was  held  and  no  reporters  from  GCN  identified 
themselves  at  that  meeting.  Without  accurate  in¬ 
formation  as  to  the  events  of  the  attack  and  sub¬ 
sequent  developments  generated  by  the  commun¬ 
ity  meeting  at  which  there  were  over  200  con¬ 
cerned  women  present,  GCN  could  not  possibly 
have  printed  any  story  that  reflected  the  truth  of 
this  situation.  There  were  many  factual  errors 
throughout  the  article.  Therefore  the 
undersigned  are  demanding  a  retraction  and  fol¬ 
low  up  coverage  concerning  the  events  of  June 
6th,  and  the  response  from  the  community  con¬ 
cerning  ways  in  which  to  proceed  from  here. 

We  would  like  to  make  it  clear  to  our  sisters  in 
Boston  and  across  the  country  that  we  are 
dealing  in  a  strong  and  effective  way  with  the 
safety  of  women  in  our  community.

GCN  and  the  Community, 

Please,  no  more  righteous  dissertations  on  why 
man/boy  love  is  so  evil;  is  a  product  of  the  patri¬ 
archy;  is  bad  news  for  our  respectability  in  the 
straight  world  —  we  may  end  up  protesting  our 
respectability  all  the  way  to  someone’s  oven 
door. 

The  issues  being  confused  are  love  and  abuse. 
No  one  is  to  judge  the  love  between  people;  es¬ 
pecially  as  gay  men  and  lesbians  we  should  be  far 
beyond  establishing  ourselves  the  judges  of  other 
people’s  affections.  (In  this  way  we’ve  been  the 
victims  of  straight  judiciousness,  remember?) 

The  real  issue  to  be  considered  is  abusive  rela¬ 
tionships.  Here’s  the  difference:  the  love  of  a  boy 
for  a  man  and  of  a  man  for  a  boy  may  have 
special  implications,  areas  where  extra  sensitivity 
is  due,  but  there  is  absolutely  no  justification  for 
the  categoric  dismissal  of  man/boy  relationships 
as  bad  or  abusive. 

I  imagine  one  of  the  reasons  the  lesbian  and 
gay  male  communities  are  so  eager  to  discredit 
these  relationships  is  because  the  issue  is  a  hot 
potato,  with  such  straight  opportunists  like 
William  Buckley  looking  always  for  such  move¬ 
ment  Achilles’  heels  to  get  their  political  mileage. 

But,  a  caution.  If  we,  out  of  fear  of  being  dis¬ 
credited  ourselves,  sell  out  on  the  issue  of  a 
harder-to-defend  cause,  we  degrade  our  purpose 
substantially. 

At  issue  is  the  important  distinction  between 
love  and  abuse.  Love  is  not  subject  to  categoric 
qualifications.  We  must  make  room  for  those 
boys  and  men  and  those  girls  and  women  who 
find  their  love  beleaguered  not  only  by  their 
traditional  foes  but  by  us,  their  natural  allies, 
who  don’t/won’t  understand.  And  we  must  offer 
refuge  and  support  to  any  who  find  themselves 
prisoners  of  abuse.

Whittaker  chambers 

Dear  GCN  : 

On  Thursday  night,  June  5,  I  caught  the  last 
showing  of  the  film.  The  Trials  of  Alger  Hiss  at 
the  Galena  Cinema  in  Cambridge.  It  is  an  inter¬ 
esting  documentary  about  a  time  when  red¬ 
baiting  was  becoming  a  national  pasttime.  But  I 
was  troubled  by  what  I  perceived  to  be  a  smug, 
slightly  condescending  attitude  about  gayness 
implicit  in  the  film,  itself. 

For  background:  Whittaker  Chambers,  a  self- 
confessed  former  Communist,  had,  in  the  late 
forties,  accused  Alger  Hiss  of  being  a  fellow 
Communist  in  the  1930s.  The  two  men  con¬ 
fronted  one  another  at  a  session  of  the  House 
Un-American  Activities  Committee.  Hiss,  a 
State  Dept,  diplomat  of  some  distinction,  denied 
ever  knowing  Chambers,  a  senior  editor  of  Time 
mag.,  as  a  Communist  or  even  by  the  name, 
Chambers. 

In  those  witch  hunt  days,  to  be  branded  a 
“Communist,”  or  “Communist  sympathizer,” 
or  member  of  a  “Communist”  organization,  or 
a  “Communist  front”  organization,  could 
render  a  citizen  unemployable  particularly  in 
government,  and  a  philistine  in  the  community. 
Chambers  had  accused  Hiss  of  being  a  spy  and  a 
member  of  the  same  “Communist”  circle  as  he, 
Chambers.  Hiss  denied  these  charges.  The 
documentary  makes  use  of  red/scare  newsreels 
of  the  time  and  present  day  interviews. 

Hiss  was  tried  for  committing  perjury  before  a 
Congressional  committee.  His  first  trial  ended 
with  a  hung  jury.  The  film  maker,  John  Lowen- 
thal,  interviews  a  man  who  was  a  juror  at  the 
first  trial  and  who  had  voted  to  convict  Hiss.  The 
man,  at  first,  stands  by  his  thirty-year-old  deci¬ 
sion,  then  Lowenthal  shows  him  an  F.B.I.  docu¬ 
ment  recently  released  under  the  Freedom  of  In¬ 
formation  Act.  The  document  is  a  written 
transcription  of  a  conversation  between 
Chambers  and  an  F.B.I.  agent  that  took  place 
before  the  trial.  Chambers,  not  mentioning  Hiss 
at  all,  talks  freely  about  past  homosexual  liai¬ 
sons,  but  states  that  after  he  left  the  Communist 
Party,  he  cured  himself  of  his  gayness.  The  juror 
says,  “If  I  had  known  that  at  the  time,  I  would 
have  voted  ‘not  guilty.’  And  so  would  the  rest  of 
the  jury.  Of  course,  things  have  changed;  but 
then  that  admission  would  have  destroyed 
Chamber’s  credibility.”  But  even  though  the  fact 
of  Chamber’s  exotic  apologia  about  his  past  gay¬ 
ness,  suppressed  by  the  govt.,  was  quite  possibly 
irrelevant,  the  message  of  the  film  only  too 
clearly  is  that  if  people  had  known  about 
Chamber’s  homosexuality,  Hiss  would  have  been 
and  should  have  been  found  not  guilty  (e.g.  you 
can’t  trust  those  faggots,  they’re  too  unstable). 
Hiss,  with  Chamber’s  confession,  concedes  that 
now  he  understands  “his  [Chamber’s)  motives.” 
The  implication  is  that  Chambers  loved  Hiss, 
that  Hiss  ignored  him  (though  Hiss  ended  the 
association,  he  says,  because  Chambers  was  a 
“moocher”),  and  that  Chambers,  scorned,  made 
up  a  tale  of  conspiracy  to  bring  Hiss  down.  The 
implication  in  the  documentary  is  that  Chambers 
was  unbalanced  not  only  because  he  told  lies  but 
also  because  he  was  gay.  It’s  plain  that  to  keep 
himself  from  going  to  jail.  Hiss,  if  he  had  had 
Chamber’s  gay  confession,  would  have  used  it; 
and  the  documentary  agrees  with  Hiss  that  that 
action  would  have  been  just  —  rather  than, 
necessary,  but  unjust.  Chambers,  the  redbaiter, 
would  have,  himself,  been  gaybaited.  The  film 
upholds  this  eye  for  an  eye,  Hammurabian  code. 

Once  there  is  evidence  of  Chamber’s  homosex¬ 
uality,  he  is  seen,  from  then  on,  in  photographs 
and  newsfilm  as  fat,  weepy,  and  altogether 
sleazy,  gape-toothed  and  sweaty. 

We  don’t  blame  him  for  being  gay,  but  now  we 
know  why  he  lied,  the  juror  and  Hiss  surmise, 
induced  by  the  artful  editing  of  the  film.  Those 
were  bad  times  and  called  for  the  utmost  guile,  in 
defense  of  one’s  freedom,  let  alone  one’s  liveli¬ 
hood. 

If  only  there  weren’t  so  damned  much  noblesse 
oblige  in  the  film’s  depiction  of  Hiss  and  his 
raison  d’etre.  Noble  rank  requires  honorable 
conduct!  At  one  point  in  the  film,  the  juror  says, 
“Of  course,  times  have  changed,”  referring  to 
the  hostility  to  gayness  thirty  years  ago,  and  the 
gay  millenium,  now  perchance.  Hiss  adds,  “And 
so  it  should  be,”  in  a  passionless  voice  use  to  the 
chant  of  liberal  heterodoxy,  the  flaming  rational¬ 
ism  and  humanism  of  the  New  Deal.  “I’m  a  New 
Deal  radical,”  Hiss  says  at  one  moment,  smiling 
at  his  transgression.  Then  repeating  the  oft  told 
remark  of  the  socialist,  Norman  Thomas,  in 
1936.  When  asked  where  his  program  was, 
Thomas  said,  “Roosevelt  stole  it.”  Ah  what  a 
radical,  indeed.  Roosevelt,  whom  Republican 
bankers  called  “a  traitor  to  his  class.”  One  can 
imagine  Hiss  smiling  about  that  kind  of 
“traitor.”  In  a  study  done  in  1950,  Fortune  mag¬ 
azine  concluded  that  8Vt  of  the  citizens  of  the 
U.S.  owned  65 Vo  of  the  wealth,  not  much 
change,  they  found,  from  1928.  Gays  have  ad¬ 
vanced  in  getting  their  rights,  “so  it  should  be,” 
says  Hiss,  and  one  imagines  he  knew  Keynes  was 
queer. 

I’m  sorry  Hiss  got  a  bum  rap,  but  thinking 
about  him,  I’m  reminded  of  what  Norman 
Mailer  wrote  about  his  own  feeling  concerning 
that  Alger  Hiss  nemesis,  the  crystal  clear  Nixon, 

“1  don’t  think  I’ll  shake  the  nice  man’s  hand.”

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After  the  Attacks,  Our  Community  Responds 


By  Andrea  Loewenstein 

This  short  comment  is  directed  especially  to  the  members  of  the  women’s  community, 
as  1  think  many  of  us  have  a  tendency  to  concentrate  on  our  weaknesses  or  shortcomings  as 
a  group  as  well  as  individuals,  instead  of  on  our  strengths.  This  tendency  was  evident  to  me 
in  talking  to  other  women  who  had  attended  the  community  meeting  in  ‘The  Saints’  last 
Tuesday  (the  10th),  which  was  held  in  response  to  the  attacks  on  women  in  front  of  the  two 
bars  (GCN,  Vol.  7,  No.  47).  Most  women  I  talked  to  said  they’d  been  disappointed  in  the 
meeting  for  various  reasons:  some  women  were  yelling  and  screaming,  the  agenda  was  not 
strictly  followed,  a  lot  of  concrete  plans  were  not  firmly  established.  I  had  a  different 
reaction  to  the  meeting:  a  feeling  of  being  moved  by  the  competence  and  caring  of  the 
women  there,  and  a  pleasure  in  feeling  myself  part  of  such  a  community.  What  I  liked 
especially  was  the  feeling  of  there  being  enough  room  for  everyone,  with  all  our  varying 
agendas,  backgrounds,  and  needs.  Pathetic  commentary  as  it  is  on  most  of  the  social, 
organizational,  and  other  interactions  in  this  city,  I  found  it  a  relatively  rare  occasion  to  be 
in  a  racially  and  class-mixed  group  in  which  people  seemed  to  be  working  together  toward  a 
common  goal.  Different  women  in  the  group  clearly  had  skills  in  different  areas,  and  1 
found  it  refreshing  to  see  that  women  with  more  middle-class  speaking  styles  were  not 
listened  to  any  more  or  any  differently  than  anyone  else. 

I  also  liked  the  way  there  was  room  for  both  the  planned  agenda  and  for  feelings.  This 
is  a  particular  skill  which  we  as  women  have,  and  its  practice  should  not  be  an  occasion  for 
self-condemnation.  The  women  who  had  been  attacked  needed  to  yell  and  to  repeat  their 
stories;  to  express  their  finger  and  frustration.  “I  was  out  there  alone”  one  woman  said. 
“They  said  I  was  acting  crazy  —  well  that  was  my  lover  getting  beat  on!”  I  wanted  to  hear 
this  —  and  also  respected  the  skill  of  the  moderator,  Mellissa,  who,  with  the  aid  of  the 
entire  group  did  a  good  job  of  moving  on,  after  feelings  had  been  acknowledged.  (These 
differing  needs  were  also  well  met  in  the  eventual  splitting  up  of  the  group;  one  of  the  small 
groups  which  met  longest  consisted  of  the  women  who  had  been  attacked  themselves.  The 
whole  process  was  quite  chaotic  —  there  were  many  angry  women  jammed  into  a  small 
space  —  and  there  were  occasional  angry  exchanges,  but  in  most  cases  I  noticed  the  women 
involved  talking  it  out  privately,  afterwards. 

I  also  liked  the  way  knowledge  was  shared.  I  learned  from  Sandy,  who  spoke  for  the 
Saints  collective,  explaining  methods  (“Sandra  and  I  are  the  door-dykes”)  and  who  was 


patient,  lucid  and  willing  to  engage  with  women  who  had  little  feeling  for  the  process  of 
holding  down  the  fort  every  night.  I  was  also  highly  impressed  with  the  women  from 
Dorchester  who  were  attempting  to  “neutralize”  Deano  and  his  group’s  violence,  through 
dealing  directly  with  the  community  which  was  also  their  community,  by  talking  with  his 
girlfriend,  mother  and  other  family,  and  by  holding  community  meetings.  This  was  a 
process  which  was  new  to  me,  and  which  opened  up  some  doors  and  made  me  think  how  it 
might  be  applied  to  other  situations. 

Finally,  I  appreciated  the  way  in  which  women  who  were  not  in  good  shape  that  parti¬ 
cular  night  were  sustained  by  the  community.  A  woman  who  seemed  to  be  high  kept 
shouting  insults  at  large,  and  was  finally  asked  to  leave,  first  the  room,  and  then  the  bar. 
Several  other  women  immediately  followed  her  out,  talking  her  down  and  bringing  her 
back  when  she  was  alright  again.  Many  communities  cannot  or  do  not  tolerate  members 
who  don’t  fit  the  standards  of  behavior,  but  in  this  meeting  women  who  were  acting  ‘in¬ 
appropriate’  (drunk,  high  or  crazy)  while  they  were  not  allowed  to  take  over,  were  also  not 
treated  as  ‘other.’  I  felt  an  unspoken  acknowledgement  that  drunk  as  well  as  sober  women 
experience  (perhaps  even  more)  the  ugly  violence  which  the  meeting  was  all  about,  and  so 
should  not  be  expelled,  and  that  for  all  us,  there  have  been  and  will  be  nights  when  it  may 
be  we  ourselves  who  will  be  the  drunk  or  crazy-acting  ones  —  not  these  others. 

I  am  not  playing  Pollyanna  in  trying  to  extol  a  meeting  about  an  ugly  and  chaotic 
situation  which  is  deeply  indicative  of  the  war  zone  that  we  (as  women,  as  lesbians,  as 
people)  live  in  as  inhabitants  of  this  racist,  sexist,  and  violent  city.  I  am  only  acknowledging 
my  own  gratitude  at  being  a  part  of  a  community  which  I  experienced  that  night  as  a  loose 
net;  with  the  power  to  give  and  expand  as  needed,  and  to  hold  and  sustain  our  own.

On  the  Viability  of  Coalitions  of  Lesbians 
and  Gay  Men:  New  York  and  Beyond

The  New  York  City  lesbian  and  gay  communities  have  played  a  vital  role  in  building 
the  gay  movement  and  creating  a  women’s  culture  and  a  gay  culture  over  the  past  decade. 
From  the  time  of  the  Stonewall  Rebellion,  New  Yorkers  have  contributed  much  to  the 
collective  gay  consciousness  of  our  community.  Even  as  recently  as  the  past  year,  activists 
from  New  York  have  led  the  way  in  organizing  protests  against  Windows  and  Cruising, 
building  the  March  on  Washington,  and  producing  a  wide  range  of  films,  periodicals  and 
books  which  enhance  our  community. 

Somehow  New  York’s  community  has  acquired  the  reputation  of  being  split  into 
factions,  caught  up  in  personality  clashes,  and  controlled  by  a  few  powerful  people.  The 
running  debate  on  these  pages  over  the  past  few  months  about  the  role  of  New  York’s 
Coalition  for  Lesbian  and  Gay  Rights,  has  brought  into  public  view  the  opinions  of 
lesbians  and  gay  men  throughout  the  nation,  who  have  found  reason  to  target  CLGR  as  a 
group  working  without  the  best  interests  of  the  greater  gay  community  in  mind.  As  debate 
is  exacerbated  by  rumors  and  misinformation  passed  second  and  third-hand  throughout 
the  gay  community,  I  believe  the  proper  focus  for  discussion  has  been  ignored.  In  my 
mind,  the  focus  should  be  on  exploring  what  the  function  of  a  coalition  should  be  in 
uniting  two  very  different  groups  of  people  —  lesbians  and  gay  men  —  in  1980. 

Whatever  our  individual  attitudes  towards  intergenerational  sex,  it  appears  that  the 
CLGR  has  stated  over  a  year  ago  that  man-boy  love  is  a  diversion  from  their  goals.  That 
seems  to  be  clear  enough.  Those  who  support  man-boy  love  have  several  options: 

1 .  Remain  in  CLGR  working  for  gay  civil-rights,  and  recognize  that  this  is  not  the  place  to 
promote  man-boy  love;  2.  Remain  in  CLGR  and  try  to  work  to  change  the  opinions  of  its 
voting  members;  3.  Resign  from  CLGR;  4.  Form  a  new  coalition. 

Coalitions  are  formed  around  issues  that  individuals  and  groups  can  feel  comfortable 
supporting.  At  this  point  in  time,  I  believe  that  coalitions  between  lesbians  and  gay  men  are 
vital  to  our  movement.  However,  there  are  many  issues  that  lesbians  and  gay  men  seem  to 
have  different  perspectives  on  and  sexuality  is  one  of  these  issues.  While  both  lesbians  and 
gay  men  would  seem  likely  to  support  “same-sex  sexual  activity  between  consenting 
adults,”  that  is  where  the  common  view  on  sexuality  ends.  The  problem  is  that  major  issues 
of  concern  to  gay  men  are  not  dealt  with  in  that  statement.  Men  seem  to  have  concerns 
about  a  large  range  of  sexuality-related  issues:  man-boy  love,  sado-masochism,  porno¬ 
graphy,  public  sex,  to  name  a  few.  It  is  difficult  for  many  lesbians  to  accept  the  validity  of 
these  issues  in  a  movement  to  which  they  contribute,  specifically  because  of  their  perspec¬ 
tive  as  women.  As  women  they  have  seen  how  pornography  has  been  used  to  fuel  violence 
against  women,  including  lesbians.  They  see  sado-masochism  used  as  a  weapon  by  men  to 
keep  women  submissive,  in  a  society  which  already  works  to  make  women  powerless.  In  a 
culture  that  seems  to  support  the  coercion  and  rape  of  young  women  by  heterosexual  men, 
the  issue  of  intergenerational  sex  is  understandably  volatile  to  lesbians.  It  is  not  surprising 
to  me  that  many  lesbians  do  not  want  to  put  their  energy  into  protecting  the  rights  of  gay 
men  to  have  sex  in  toilets  or  wear  police  uniforms  on  the  street. 
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To  the  Editors: 

Sometimes  when  we  gay  men  don’t  seem  to  be 
supporting  women’s  issues  it  is  not  that  we  don’t 
care,  but  that  our  perspectives  and  needs  are  dif¬ 
ferent.  Women  for  example  are  concerned  with 
violence  against  their  beings.  Pornography  got 
tangled  around  this  issue  because  heterosexual 
porno  often  portrays  violence  against  women. 

It  is  important  for  people  to  understand, 
however,  that  gay  porno  is  still  a  revolutionary 
thing  in  1980.  1  would  not  want  to  jeopardize,  in 
any  way,  its  existence.  Reactionary  anti-porno 
forces  will  only  manipulate  women’s  legitimate 


gripes  about  hetero  porno  for  the  purpose  of 
getting  ALL  porno  banned. 

Our  freedoms  are  already  too  few.  We  can’t 
love  who  we  wish.  We  can’t  smoke  the  sacred 
herbs.  Our  gay  brothers  and  lesbian  sisters  are 
being  turned  back  as  criminals  at  the  borders  of 
this  wacked-out  place  called  the  U.S.A.  Many 
decent  gay  men  are  being  arrested  simply  for 
sending  pix  of  men  loving  men  through  the  mails 
or  for  publishing  porn  pix  or  movies. 

Some  of  you  might  question  whether  gay  porn 
is  worth  saving.  Definitely,  it  is.  Gay  men  are 


It  is  therefore  difficult  for  any  organization  which  has  substantial  participation  by 
lesbians  to  support  many  of  the  sexuality  issues  that  concern  gay  men.  This  makes  many  of 
us  men  angry.  We  think  we  have  to  make  a  choice:  Is  it  more  important  to  link  up  with 
lesbians  at  this  time  to  pursue  our  areas  of  common  interest  or  to  sever  our  ties  and  work 
separately.  The  fact  is,  this  choice  does  not  have  to  be  made;  we  can  do  both.  The  assump¬ 
tion  that  we  have  to  work  together  on  all  issues  or  not  at  all  is  based  very  much  on  the 
traditional  ways  that  a  man  relates  to  options:  all  my  needs  get  met  or  else  none  of  them  get 
met.  This  dichotomy  is  unfortunate  and  must  be  overcome. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  lesbians  have  not  worked  in  the  mixed  gay  movement  with 
this  attitude.  Lesbians  have  pushed  issues  that  men  and  women  can  form  a  coalition 
around  —  fighting  sexism,  custody  rights,  gay  civil-rights  laws.  The  issues  that  will  not 
bring  in  strong  support  from  gay  men  —  including  man-hating,  anti-pornography, 
abortion  rights  —  they  have  reserved  for  the  lesbian-separtist  or  women’s  liberation  move¬ 
ments.  While  this  ability  to  sort  out  the  issues  and  place  some  of  them  into  the  arena  for 
coalition  building  with  gay  men  and  some  of  them  into  the  “women-only”  category  leads 
many  lesbians  to  make  a  choice  between  which  movement  their  energies  will  go  into,  it  has 
allowed  many  lesbians,  who  would  not  have  done  so,  to  work  with  gay  men. 

I  value  coalitions  like  CLGR  and  the  March  on  Washington  Coalition  even  though 
they  will  not  support  many  of  the  issues  that  gay  men  are  struggling  with  today.  These 
coalitions  will  not  bring  about  truly  radical  changes  and  address  all  the  needs  that  I  have. 
But  they  will  lead  the  way  to  bringing  about  the  “safer”  changes,  and  that  itself  will  affect 
my  life  substantially.  If  this  means  these  coalitions  are  “respectable”  (an  insulting  term, 
these  days,  it  seems)  or  have  “sold-out”  specific  sexual  minorities,  we  must  face  up  to  the 
fact  that  the  function  of  coalitions  is  to  find  common  ground;  and  common  ground  for 
lesbians  and  gay  men  these  days  is  not  man/boy  love.  I  urge  sisters  and  brothers  in  New 
York  to  continue  to  work  in  coalition  on  the  issues  that  we  can  unite  behind.  At  the  same 
time,  discussion  and  debate  should  continue  on  the  issues  on  which  we  do  not  find 
agreement. 

Yet  it  is  also  vital  that  gay  men  find  a  way  to  address  the  sexuality  issues  that  the  mixed 
gay  movement  can’t  fully  support  at  this  time.  A  coalition  must  form  between  groups  that 
advocate  sexual  liberation  —  including  groups  such  as  NAMBLA  and  the  Eulenspiegel 
Society.  It  is  scary  for  gay  men  to  “come  out”  and  fight  for  these  issues  because  it  may 
mean  becoming  identified  with  S&M,  boy  love,  pornography,  or  sex  in  the  bushes  —  issues 
that  bear  a  great  deal  of  stigma  in  some  groups.  Yet  we  cannot  expect  the  mixed  gay 
movement  at  this  time  to  front  these  issues  for  us. 

My  greatest  concern  is  that  we  not  return  to  the  situation  we  experienced  in  the  mid¬ 
seventies  when  the  “mixed”  gay  movement  was  made  up  primarily  of  men.  Lesbians 
should  not  be  forced  to  withdraw  from  the  movement  because  of  the  demands  men  are 
forcing  on  them.  Only  by  respecting  the  large  differences  between  us  at  this  time,  and  rele¬ 
gating  the  appropriate  issue  to  the  appropriate  coalition,  will  a  sexually  mixed  gay 
movement  survive. 


shown  getting  fucked,  using  their  bodies  in  a 
hundred  delicious  ways.  And  loving  it!  America 
can’t  stand  the  thought  that  we  are  free  in  our 
loving;  that  we  are  not  robots;  that  we  own  our 
own  bodies.  Pictures  of  men  making  love  NEED 
to  be  seen,  by  gays  and  non-gays  alike. 

What  is  happening  to  the  Body  Politic  now  in 
Canada  could  easily  happen  to  us  here.  The  Body 
Politic,  a  group  of  caring  women  and  men  who 
put  out  a  monthly  gay  liberation  journal,  are 
being  hounded  day  and  night  on  an  “obscenity” 
charge.  The  Body  Politic  exists  more  on  love  and 


volunteerism  than  on  money,  yet  they  are  being 
forced  to  spend  thousands  of  dollars  to  defend 
their  right  to  publish  important  lesbian  and  gay 
news. 

So,  if  you  must  demonstrate  against  porno, 
please  make  a  few  things  clear:  that  it  is  hetero 
porno  that  offends  you,  and  that  it  is  the  VIO¬ 
LENCE  and  not  the  bodies  that  you  are  pro¬ 
testing.

don’t  say  anything,  it  will  mean 
that  CBS  is  right  and  that  our 
politics  is  just  one  big  party.” 

People  were  also  angry  that  the 
biweekly  GFDC  meetings,  which 
had  been  held  since  January,  were 
suddenly  curtailed  in  mid-May. 
Only  the  final  meeting,  on  June 
15,  was  retained.  It  was  to  be  only 
an  announcement  of  the  final 
plans  for  the  parade  and  rally. 

The  June  meeting  became  the 
scene  of  the  showdown  over  the 
battle  to  have  speakers  at  the  Gay 
Freedom  Day  rally.  Just  prior  to 
the  meeting,  streets  in  gay  neigh¬ 
borhoods  of  San  Francisco  were 
flooded  with  copies  of  a  leaflet 
that  depicted  a  gag  over  the  mouth 
of  slain  gay  supervisor  Harvey 
Milk.  The  leaflet  played  on  this 
year’s  parade  theme  in  an  ironic 
fashion,  proclaiming,  ‘‘Liberty 
and  Justice  For  All .  .  .  ?” 

At  about  the  same  time,  there 
was  a  front-page  story  in  the  Bay 
Area  Reporter  (a  San  Francisco 
gay  paper)  headlined,  “Gay 
Parade  in  Turmoil.”  The  article 
was  written  by  Konstantin  Ber- 
landt,  one  of  the  leaders  of  the 
Stop  the  Movie  Cruising  Commit¬ 
tee  and  a  BAR  columnist  who  has 
openly  favored  overturning  the 
no-speakers  policy. 

The  general  meeting  turned  into 
a  test  of  strength  between  grass¬ 
roots  groups  pushing  for  six 
speakers  at  the  Civic  Center  rally 
and  the  GFDC’s  male  co-chair, 
Bruce  Goranson,  who  argued  that 
the  final  say  over  whether  or  not 
to  have  speakers  rested  with  the

newly-created  corporate  board  of 
the  parade  committee,  and  not 
with  the  general  membership  com¬ 
mittee,  whose  members  only  had 
to  attend  two  meetings  in  order  to 
vote. 

The  meeting  quickly  became  a 
shouting  match,  as  Goranson  de¬ 
clared,  “I  can  sit  here  and  say  that 
what  all  of  you  people  have  come 
here  to  say  is  not  worth  a  bit  of 
shit  as  far  as  the  rules,  legally,  and 
so  forth.” 

Robin  Tyler,  the  Los  Angeles- 
based  activist  who  emceed  last 
year’s  San  Francisco  Gay 
Freedom  Day  rally,  challenged 
Goranson  to  publicly  reverse  him¬ 
self  on  the  speakers  issue.  Tyler 
cited  what  she  called  a  rumor 
going  around  that  “there’s  a 
group  of  wealthier  gay  men  that 
donated  some  money  under  the 
impression  that  you  could  not 
have  speakers.  They  would  donate 
money  as  long  as  there  would  be 
no  speakers  to  make  it  radical.” 

Goranson  denied  the  rumor, 
and  became  increasingly  defensive 
about  his  position  on  the  speakers 
question,  citing  what  he  said  had 
been  physical  threats  against  the 
parade  committee’s  leadership, 
including  himself. 

Tyler  brushed  off  his  com¬ 
ments:  “Don’t  sit  here  and  tell  me 
how  you’ve  been  threatened  when 
you’re  threatening  the  basic 
politics  and  integrity  of  an  entire 
city  by  your  trying  to  tell  them 
what  to  do.”  Pointing  at  the 
crowd  around  her,  Tyler  con¬ 
tinued,  “Look  at  this  group  of 
people.  They’re  here  because 


they’re  threatened,  because  they 
not  only  have  been  threatened  by 
straight  people  who  are  in  dis¬ 
agreement  with  them,  but  by  gays 
and  lesbians  who  are  willing  to  sell 
out.” 

The  meeting  turned  to  pande¬ 
monium  when  co-chair  Goranson 
shouted  “No”  to  a  direct  chal¬ 
lenge  from  Tyler  and  members  of 
the  crowd  to  change  his  mind  on 
the  speakers  question.  Goranson

brought  his  gavel  crashing  down 
on  the  table  as  he  shouted  “No!” 
amidst  a  chorus  of  boos,  hisses, 
and  cries  of  “Fuck  You!”  and 
“Recall!” 

As  confusion  prevailed  at  the 
meeting,  co-chair  Goranson 
attempted  to  adjourn  the  proceed¬ 
ings,  although  the  resolution  pro¬ 
posing  the  speakers  had  yet  to  be 


acted  upon.  Goranson  left  the 
room,  shouting  that  the  city-is¬ 
sued  permits  for  Gay  Freedom 
Day  would  be  revoked:  “Nothing 
is  going  to  go  on.” 

The  meeting  was  then  resumed 
under  the  leadership  of  John 
Blackburn,  co-chair  of  the  booths 
committee,  and  Debbie  Kane,  co¬ 
chair  of  the  medical  monitors. 
After  a  lengthy  discussion,  the 
membership  meeting  passed  the 
pro-speakers  resolution,  amend¬ 
ing  it  slightly  to  include  a  repre¬ 
sentative  of  Gay  American 
Indians. 

As  GCN  goes  to  press,  the  final 
decision  on  whether  or  not  to  have 
speakers  at  the  San  Francisco  Gay 
Freedom  Day  rally  has  not  been 
technically  made,  but  sources 
close  to  the  parade  committee  told 
GCN  that  they  were  certain  that 
the  will  of  the  community  as  ex¬ 
pressed  in  the  membership  meet¬ 
ing  would  be  carried  out.  At  last 
minute,  there  was  a  move  from 
some  executive  committee  members 
to  limit  the  number  of  speakers  to 
four,  but  it  appeared  that  this 
would  not  be  followed. 

According  to  the  speaker  policy 
passed  by  the  general  member¬ 
ship,  the  speakers  will  be  San 
Francisco  Supervisor  Harry  Britt, 
Harvey  Milk  Gay  Democratic 
Club  vice-president  and  black  les¬ 
bian  activist  Gwenn  Craig,  enter¬ 
tainer  Robin  Tyler,  either  David 
Macias  or  Rodrigo  Rayes  of  the 
Gay  Latino  Alliance,  or  Johnie 
Staggs  or  some  other  member  of 
the  Santa  Clara  Valley  Coalition 
for  Human  Rights,  gay  school¬ 


teacher  and  candidate  for  San 
Francisco  School  Board  Tom  Am- 
miano,  and  a  representative  of 
Gay  American  Indians. 

The  political  fallout  from  the 
battle  over  the  Gay  Freedom  Day 
speakers  controversy  is  not  yet 
fully  clear.  It  does  seem  that  the 
apparent  victory  of  the  pro¬ 
speakers  forces  will  somewhat 
strengthen  the  hand  of  grassroots 
and  lesbian  and  gay  movement 
forces  in  the  city  that  have  of  late 
been  somewhat  eclipsed  by  the  rise 
of  the  powerful  gay  Democratic 
clubs  with  their  ties  to  City  Hall. 
The  women’s  outreach  group  and 
remnants  of  the  Stop  the  Movie 
Cruising  Committee  have  demon¬ 
strated  that  the  movement  is  not 
entirely  dead  in  San  Francisco. 

At  least  one  political  career 
seems  to  have  been  damaged  by 
the  speakers  furor.  Parade  co¬ 
chair  Bruce  Goranson  seems  to 
have  lost  some  respect  from  many 
elements  of  the  community 
following  what  is  viewed  by  many 
as  his  rather  clumsy  handling  of 
the  controversy.  One  veteran  poli¬ 
tical  observer  noted  that  Goran¬ 
son,  who  earned  his  political  spurs 
as  a  fundraiser  for  the  statewide 
“No  On  6”  battle  against  the  1978 
Briggs  Initiative,  forgot  his  role  in 
the  scheme  of  things.  Says  this 
observer,  “He’s  simply  an 
executive  bureaucrat  charged  with 
implementing  the  policy  of  the 
general  membership  committee. 
And  he,  for  whatever  reason,  de¬ 
monstrated  that  he  does  not  see 
that  as  his  role.  The  guy’s  just 
totally  off  the  wall.”

CBS  Response  Show  Bad  Too

BOSTON  —  The  CBS  Show, 
Your  Turn,  gives  viewers  a  chance 
to  express  their  feelings  about 
CBS  news  shows.  In  the  case  of  a 
segment  of  Gay  Power,  Gay  Poli¬ 
tics,  Your  Turn  was  carefully  con¬ 
structed  to  avoid  mention  of  the 
specific  claims  of  fraud  and  dis¬ 
tortion  that  have  been  made. 

The  general  objections  that  the 
show  over-emphasized  sex  and  ex¬ 
cluded  women  were  made  —  but 
by  two  speakers  whose  credibility 
was  subtly  undermined.  None  of 
the  documented  evidence  that 
statistics  were  misused,  film  edited 
in  a  fraudulent  manner,  and  con¬ 
tent  misrepresented  was  men¬ 
tioned. 

And,  according  to  one  of  the 
men  who  was  interviewed  for  the 
show,  his  attempt  to  mention 
these  specific  items  was  cut, 
leaving  only  a  vague  statement 
that  the  show  might  have  gone 
“too  far." 

The  show,  shown  on  June  1 1  at 
11:30  p.m.,  presented  four  people 
who  had  written  to  CBS  about  the 
program.  In  the  course  of  the  ten- 
minute  segment,  the  two  most 
controversial  segments  of  the 
original  documentary  were  shown 
again. 

The  show  opened  with  the  an¬ 
nouncer  saying  that  the  majority 
of  the  mail  received  was  critical  of 
the  show.  The  first  viewer  pre¬ 
sented  was  a  white  man,  mid-20s, 
who  said  that  the  general  con¬ 
sensus  on  the  show  was  outrage 
about  the  sensational  journalism. 

The  announcer  explained  that 


this  man,  Jerry  Long,  is  a  mort¬ 
gage  underwriter.  She  said  that 
“Long  and  the  majority  of  gay 
people  we  heard  from  were  critical 
of  the  inclusion  of  sex  in  a  docu¬ 
mentary  about  political  power.” 
As  an  example,  the  segment  of  the 
program  which  showed  men 
dancing  in  a  disco  was  then 
shown,  with  a  narrator  reporting 
that  the  average  gay  man  has  500 
sexual  encounters. 

Long  then  attempted  to  com¬ 
ment  on  this  statement,  which  he 
did  in  a  stuttering,  halting,  unsure 
way,  using  no  specific  figures  to 
rebut  those  given  in  the  show.  His 
statements  were  vague  and  con¬ 
fusing. 

Long  was  followed  by  an  attrac¬ 
tive  white  woman,  also  apparently 
in  her  twenties,  who  said,  “I 
thought  [this]  was  a  very  well  done 
show.  It  was  exactly  what  a  jour¬ 
nalistic  newscast  should  be  like. 
Here  are  the  facts,  draw  your  own 
conclusions,  we’re  not  showing 
you  anything  that  doesn’t  exist.” 

The  announcer  then  explained 
that  the  speaker,  Nomi  Entlemen, 
is  a  disabled,  often  bedridden 
artist,  who  lives  in  Tucson.  Said 
the  announcer,  “Entlemen,  who 
is  not  gay,  liked  that  broadcast, 
and  she  considered  this  segment, 
about  the  sexual  activity  of  some 
gays  in  San  Francisco,  objective.” 

The  segment  of  the  document¬ 
ary  which  showed  gay  men  having 
sex  in  an  SF  park  was  then  shown. 
Entlemen  commented,  “I  think  a 
lot  of  gay  people  might  be  afraid 
that  a  lot  of  other  people  might 
perceive  this  as  how  all  gay  people 


think,  how  all  gay  people  act.  It 
was  made  clear  a  number  of  times 
that  this  was  a  portrait  of  the  gay 
community  in  San  Francisco.  As 
long  as  that  fact  was  made  over 
and  over  again,  I  was  comfortable 
with  the  program.” 

The  next  viewer  was  a  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  lesbian,  Elizabeth  Lynn,  also 
white,  mid-20s,  attractive.  She 
was  described  as  a  part-time  col¬ 
lege  instructor  and  full-time  writer 
of  science  fiction  novels.  Said 
Lynn,  “You  can’t  start  out  by 
saying  ‘we’re  going  to  be  objec¬ 
tive’  and  end  up  by  saying  ‘we’re 
only  going  to  show  the  controver¬ 
sial  parts  of  a  society.’  Those  two 
sentences  contradict  each  other.  If 
you’re  going  to  be  objective,  then 
you  have  to  show  everybody.” 

Lynn  went  on  to  discuss  the 
lack  of  lesbians  in  the  film,  in  con¬ 
trast  with  the  involvement  of  les¬ 
bians  and  women  in  general  in  San 
Francisco  politics.  “It’s  as  if  they 
(the  producers)  had  blinders  over 
their  eyes  —  well,  we’re  only 
going  to  look  at  the  rich  white 
men.” 

The  final  viewer  was  Richard 
Cavanaugh  of  Atlanta,  described 
as  the  publisher  “of  a  weekly 
entertainment  guide  for  gays.” 
His  magazine,  Cruise,  was  shown 
on  the  screen. 

Said  Cavanaugh,  “I  liked  the 
program  because  gays  need  posi¬ 
tive  publicity  and  it  showed  gays 
in  positive  situations  ...  the 
whole  point  of  the  show  was  how 
gays  had  seized  political  power 
...  I  did  not  get  the  feeling  that 
CBS  was  saying  ‘we  have  to  watch 


out  for  these  gays,  they’re  about 
to  take  over  $an  Francisco.’  I  got 
the  feeling  that  CBS  was  saying, 
‘Watch  out,  these  gay  people  are 
right  behind  where  the  blacks  were 
20  years  ago,  they’re  going  to 
make  themselves  felt,’  and  that 
was  positive,  and  that’s  one  of  the 
reasons  I  thought  it  was  such  a 
good  show.” 

GCN  spoke  to  Richard  Cav¬ 
anaugh  about  the  Your  Turn 
show.  He  feels  satisfied  with  their 
presentation  of  his  views,  al¬ 
though  only  two  minutes  were 
used  from  the  hour  interview  with 
him.  He  says  that  he  wrote  his  let¬ 
ter  praising  the  show  immediately 
after  it  was  shown,  and  before  he 
heard  of  the  many  specific  reasons 
why  other  gay  people  objected  to 
the  show. 

By  the  time  of  the  taping, 
Cavanaugh  said,  he  knew  of  some 
of  the  objections.  He  told  GCN 
that  he  did  mention  the  objections 
to  the  presentation  of  the  coroner, 
the  s/m  expert,  the  reactions  of 
the  children,  and  the  lack  of 
women  in  the  show,  but  that  CBS 
had  apparently  chosen  to  show 
only  his  general  comment  that 
“There  is  certainly  a  lot  of  gay 
people  who  are  going  to  say  it 
went  too  far  in  this  direction  or  in 
that  direction.” 

Cavanaugh  told  GCN,  “I 
didn’t  realize  there  was  such  an 
uproar  but  it  didn’t  really  change 
what  I  thought.  I  wasn’t  aware  of 
events  in  San  Francisco,  and  from 
what  I  have  read  they  [CBS]  dis¬ 
torted  things.” 

Cavanaugh  also  mentioned  that 
the  CBS  people  told  him  that  very 
little  negative  response  about  the 
show  had  come  from  straight  peo¬ 
ple,  and  that  the  huge  response 
from  gay  people  assured  them  that 
gay  people  certainly  were 


watching. 

The  Your  Turn  show  was  very 
carefully  designed  to  placate  some 
viewers  while  protecting  CBS 
news.  Of  the  four  speakers,  Jerry 
Long,  the  gay  man  who  objected 
to  the  show,  could  barely  express 
himself,  and  mentioned  none  of 
the  specific  objections  of  the  gay 
community. 

Elizabeth  Lynn  was  limited  to 
the  one  topic  of  the  lack  of 
lesbians  in  the  film,  and  the 
veracity  of  her  statements  was 
subtly  undercut  by  the  description 
of  her  as  a  science  fiction  writer. 

According  to  what  Richard 
Cavanaugh  told  GCN,  his  attempt 
to  give  specific  examples  of  CBS’ 
distortions  were  cut  out  of  his 
interview,  and  the  description  of 
him  as  publisher  of  Cruise  maga¬ 
zine  no  doubt  lent  credence  to  the 
CBS  view  of  gay  reality. 

Finally,  the  straight  woman 
who  praised  the  quality  and  objec¬ 
tivity  of  the  show  could  either  be 
seen  as  a  hardly  credible  critic, 
since  she  lives  in  Tucson,  is 
straight,  and  gave  no  reason  why 
she  would  know  whether  a  film  on 
San  Francisco  gays  was  accurate 
or  seen  as  CBS  diving  deep  into 
pathos  to  present  this  bedridden, 
handicapped  straight  who  fears 
that  homosexuals  infringe  on  the 
rights  of  heterosexual  and  asexual 
people  to  use  public  parks. 

One  would  never  suspect  from 
the  Your  Turn  show  the  quality  of 
objections  that  gay  people  all  over 
the  country  have  made  to  CBS. 
Many  organizations  wrote  letters 
of  protest  —  the  CBS  show  pre¬ 
sented  no  spokespersons  for 
organizations.  They  carefully 
edited  the  interviews  that  were 
used,  so  that  generalities,  rather 
than  specifics,  were  presented.

ency,  security,  and  morale.” 

All  of  the  women  who  are  cur¬ 
rently  under  investigation  were 
required  to  undergo  what  Baker 
described  as  “a  mental  screening 
exam  to  determine  whether  or  not 
further  psychiatric  evaluation  was 
warranted.”  The  screening  took 
place  at  the  Long  Beach  base  hos¬ 
pital;  Baker  said  they  were  given 
by  psychologists  and  trained 
M.D.s. 

He  said  he  did  not  know  what 
the  screening  involved,  or  what 
evidence  would  be  used  to  deter¬ 
mine  whether  a  woman  was  a  les¬ 
bian. 

According  to  Baker,  no  charges 
have  been  filed  against  any  of  the 
women,  pending  completion  of 
the  investigation.  He  said  that 
when  the  investigation  was  com¬ 
pleted,  the  commanding  officer 
would  have  the  choice  of  dropping 
the  charges  because  of  lack  of  evi¬ 
dence,  referring  the  matter  to  a 
court-martial,  or  processing  admi¬ 
nistratively  to  determine  whether 
the  individuals  involved  should  be 
separated  or  retained  in  the  Navy. 

‘‘If  the  information  supports 
the  allegation  that  the  person  is,  in 
fact,  homosexual,  the  Navy  policy 
is  that  those  service  members 
would  be  separated  from  the 
Navy,”  Baker  said.  He  said  that 
the  ultimate  decision  on  separa¬ 
tion  or  retention  would  be  made 
by  the  chief  of  the  Military  Naval 
Personnel  Command  in  Washing¬ 
ton,  D.C. 

McGreivy  said  that  the  sailors 
had  been  told  that  the  Navy  had 
already  begun  the  process  of  dis¬ 
charging  them.  She  said  she  will 
go  to  U.S.  District  Court  to  ask 
for  a  restraining  order  to  halt  the 
Navy  from  administratively  dis¬ 
charging  the  women. 

According  to  McGreivy,  the 
women  will  not  be  given  the  right 
to  a  hearing.  Baker  said  that  they 
“certainly  have  the  right  to  review 
of  their  case  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy,”  and  other  rights,  in¬ 
cluding  the  right  to  retain  counsel 
and  the  right  to  decline  to  make 
statements.  He  also  said  that  “  in 
certain  cases”  they  would  have  the 
right  to  an  administrative  board  to 


determine  their  case. 

Twenty-four  women  were  initi¬ 
ally  under  investigation,  but  the 
cases  of  eight  of  those  women 
have  been  dropped. 

According  to  McGreivy,  “1  was 
told  that  originally  every  single 
black  woman  on  the  ship  was 
under  investigation,  and  that  the 
black  women  walked  out  of  the 
meeting  [in  which  the  ship’s  exe- 
cutiveofficer  allegedly  said  they 
would  be  discharged]  feeling  that 
there  are  racial  overtones  to  this  as 
well.” 

Baker  said  the  charge  that  all 
black  women  had  been  under  in¬ 
vestigation  was  not  true.  How¬ 
ever,  he  was  unable  to  supply  in¬ 
formation  on  the  number  of  black 
women  being  investigated,  as 
compared  to  the  number  of  white 
women.  “Im  trying  to  get  that  in¬ 
formation  right  now,”  he  told 
GCN. 

According  to  McGreivy,  the  16 
women  under  investigation  range 
in  age  from  18  to  35,  in  rank  from 
seaman  first  class  to  petty  officer, 


and  in  occupation  from  engineer 
to  radio  operator  and  quarter¬ 
master. 

“Some  of  these  women  are  out¬ 
standing  sailors,”  McGreivy  said. 
“They  have  collectively  over  70 
years  of  military  training  and  ser¬ 
vice.  Now  their  careers  are  being 
ruined.” 

Sixty-one  women,  including 
three  female  officers,  are 
stationed  on  the  ship,  which  was 
docked  in  Long  Beach  for  main¬ 
tenance  when  the  investigations, 
which  began  May  15,  surfaced. 
None  of  the  officers  are  under  in¬ 
vestigation. 

The  ship,  one  of  seven  in  the 
“Women  at  Sea”  program,  also 
has  16  male  officers  and  298  male 
enlisted  personnel,  none  of  whom 
are  being  investigated  on  charges 
of  homosexuality. 

Baker  told  GCN  that  during  fis¬ 
cal  year  1979,  from  October  1978 
to  October  1979,  778  males  and  76 
females  were  discharged  from  the 
Navy  for  reasons  of  homosexual¬ 
ity.  He  did  not  know  if  any  single 
investigation  involved  as  large  a 
number  of  personnel  as  the  cur¬ 
rent  investigation.

treated  it  the  same  way.” 

Harriet  Robinson,  BLDIC 
spokesperson,  described  the  par¬ 
ticular  incident  that  sparked  the 
formation  of  the  BLDIC.  “I  went 
to  the  bar  the  night  before  Easter 
with  a  girlfriend  who  is  a  super¬ 
visor  for  the  Illinois  Unemploy¬ 
ment  Office.  The  bouncer  said  I 
was  OK  but  wouldn’t  accept  my 
friend’s  government  ID  plus  her 
driver’s  license.  She  wanted  a 
welfare  car,  a  passport,  or  a  mar¬ 
riage  license.” 

After  they  were  turned  away 
Robinson  told  her  friend,  “I 
declare  war  on  C.K.  and 
Augie’s.”  At  the  Lesbian 
Community  Center’s  black  rap 
group  the  following  Tuesday  she 
suggested  forming  a  committee  to 
tackle  C.K.  and  Augie’s  racial  dis¬ 
crimination.  “Everyone  had  had 
some  trouble  with  them.  That  be¬ 
came  the  topic  of  our  discussion. 
We  were  picketing  and  leafleting 
the  next  Saturday,”  she  said. 

After  a  month  the  BLDIC 
called  off  the  picket  because  the 


bar  personnel  were  letting  black 
women  in  and  treating  them  better 
than  before.  According  to  Robin¬ 
son,  these  were  mostly  women 
sent  by  the  picket  line  to  check  up 
on  the  bar.  “They  were  being 
super-nice  —  calling  cabs  for 
black  women,  handing  them  into 
them,  things  like  that,”  she  said. 
Not  believing  the  bar’s  change  in 
policy  was  deeply  felt  or  long  last¬ 
ing,  the  BLDIC  started  looking 
for  another  tactic.  It  was  at  that 
point  that  the  Human  Relations 
Commission  set  up  the  concilia¬ 
tion. 

According  to  a  BLDIC  press  re¬ 
lease,  the  agreement  states  that 
two  forms  of  ID  will  be  required 
of  all  customers;  either  a  driver’s 
license  (whether  Illinois  or  out  of 
state,  current  or  expired)  or  a 
State  of  Illinois  verified  ID  card 
(available  through  the  Secretary 
of  State’s  office),  backed  up  by  a 
birth  certificate,  a  voter  regis¬ 
tration  card,  or  a  passport.  These 
specifications  will  be  posted  on  a 
large  sign  outside  the  bar  en¬ 
trance.

it  would  be  rejected;  if  passed  it 
would  probably  be  vetoed  and  the 
veto  would  probably  be  upheld, 
according  to  Tierney.  More 
importantly,  he  said,  if  4020  was 
rejected,  the  identical  section 
might  be  removed  from  the  6078 
package,  especially  if  6078  came 
up  for  a  vote  after  4020  was 
rejected.  After  considering  these 
variables  MGPC  made  its  decision 
to  go  with  6078. 

It  is  a  question  whether  or  not 
6078  will  come  up  for  a  vote.  At 
the  end  of  a  session  legislators 
vote  to  enter  ‘prorogation,”  a  per¬ 
iod  where  rules  are  radically 
altered  to  accomodate  last  minute 
decisions  on  hundreds  of  pieces  of 
legislation.  There  is  no  way  of 
knowing  what  bills  will  be  voted 
on.  If  6078  is  not  voted  on  this 


year.it  is  sure  to  move  quickly  to  a 
vote  next  session. 

Passage  of  6078  would  be  a  ma¬ 
jor  step  towards  full  protection 
for  gays  in  the  Commonwealth. 
According  to  David  Gearhart,  co¬ 
coordinator  of  MGPC,  ‘‘a  more 
general  bill  stands  no  chance  of 
passage  if  bills  like  4070  or  6078 
don’t  pass.”  Last  year’s  version 
of  4020  was  passed  by  the  Senate 
but  voted  down  the  next  day  on  a 
motion  to  reconsider. 

On  the  impetus  of  a  positive 
vote,  MGPC  lobbied  hard  during 
this  year,  an  unusual  practice  for 
an  election  year  according  to 
members.  “6078  could  have  quite 
a  rippling  effect,”  says  Gearhart. 
Many  private  institutions  base 
their  hiring  practices  on  the  gov¬ 
ernment  standard.

Steven  Jones,  a  local  gay  man  who 
was  attacked  and  murdered  last 
February  in  front  of  the  Empire 
Theatre.  During  this  vigil,  the  par¬ 
ticipants  placed  a  wreath  in  front 
of  the  theatre,  then  proceeded  to 
downtown  Federal  Buildings  to 
hold  a  rally  to  tell  the  U.S. 
Congress  to  vote  down  impending 
legislation  which,  if  passed,  would 
explicitly  deny  gay  men  and  les¬ 
bians  protection  in  the  areas  of 
jobs  and  housing.  These  bills  are 
the  U.S.  House  of  Representatives 
Family  Protection  Act,  intro¬ 
duced  by  Rep.  Larry  McDonald 
of  Georgia,  and  the  Senate  version 
introduced  by  Sen.  Paul  Laxalt  of 
Nevada. 

The  Committee  also  sponsored 
its  third  annual  Lesbian  and  Gay 
Pride  Parade  on  Saturday,  June 
21.  Guest  speakers  included  Ginny 
Apuzzo,  human  rights  activist; 
Spare;  and  Rev.  Lucia  Chappelle 
of  MCC. 

Ted  Sargent  told  GCN  that  he 
has  been  told  that  there  are  many 
local  residents  in  Kansas  City  who 
didn’t  want  the  parade  to  take 
place.  According  to  Sargent, 
“Many  people  have  called  and 
have  written  to  the  mayor  to  re-

one  of  the  council  members  to  re¬ 
introduce  his  resolution  to  ban  the 
paper  outright.  I  expect  that  coun¬ 
cil  member  Dr.  Henry  McCoy  will 
be  more  anxious  to  get  his  resolu¬ 
tion  passed  than  any  of  the  other 
council  members,  simply  because 
he  wants  to  be  mayor.”  City 
Council  will  elect  a  new  mayor  in 
early  July. 

Early  questioned  the  mayor’s 
decision,  pointing  out  that  “one 
of  the  Council  resolutions  which 
failed  was  to  support  the  library 
board’s  recommendation,  and 
that  failed  on  a  5-6  vote.  The 
library  board  recommendation 
stands  because  Council  did  not 
act.  That  to  me  is  a  big  contra¬ 
diction. 

“It  would  seem  to  me  that  if 


voke  our  parade  permit.  Some 
have  even  attempted  to  get  their 
own  parade  permit  for  the  same 
location  at  the  same  time  going  in 
the  opposite  direction.  We  think 
there  is  the  possibility  of 
fundamentalist  groups  at  the 
march  planning  counter  demon¬ 
strations.” 

Throughout  the  month  of  June, 
the  (Liberty  is  For  Everyone) 
LIFE  Democratic  Club  (LDC),  a 
local  gay  and  lesbian  political 


organization,  has  sponsored  a 
letter  writing  campaign  of  its  own 
to  try  to  convince  the  mayor  to 
support  the  proclamation.  LDC 
has  approximately  25  members 
and  was  organized  to  work  for 
elected  officials  sympathetic  to 
gay  concerns,  to  endorse  progres¬ 
sive  political  legislation,  and  to 
encourage  those  involved  in 
county  judicial  actions  not  to  pro¬ 
secute  in  cases  involving  victimless 
crimes. 


Council  could  not  agree  to  accept 
the  library  board’s  recommenda¬ 
tion  in  a  formal  vote,  then  the 
policy  that  should  be  in  effect 
until  new  policy  is  adopted  by  the 
library  administration  would  have 
been  the  old  policy,  the  original 
policy  —  the  one  that  permitted 
distribution.” 

Local  press  coverage  of  the  con¬ 
troversy  has  been  extensive,  and 
UUGC  member  Fred  Osgood  told 
GCN  the  coverage  has  generally 
been  “accurately  factual.  It  hasn’t 


been  slanted  at  all,  I  don’t  think. 
Editorials  have  been  generally 
supportive  of  the  constitutional 
rights.”

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of  old  architecture  to  new  pur¬ 
poses.  It  is  all  flash  and  una¬ 
bashed  greed  but  somehow,  even 
at  its  worst,  its  bad  taste  is  charm¬ 
ing  in  its  amateurish  inability  to 
disguise  the  essential  New 
England  village  underneath  it  all. 
Everywhere,  behind  the  false 
fronts,  behind  the  neon  and  the 
plastic,  you  can  still  see  the  mas¬ 
sive  chimney  of  an  early  cape,  the 
gingerbread  of  a  Gothic  cottage, 
the  fish-scale  shingles  of  a 
mansard  roof.  If  Commercial 
Street  becomes  too  much  of  an 
assault,  all  one  has  to  do  is  turn 
down  a  side  street  and  suddenly 
you  are  in  another  world  of  quiet 
byways,  picket  fences  and  gardens 
overflowing  with  roses  and  holly¬ 
hocks. 

Beyond  the  town,  there  is 
another  Provincetown  to  explore, 
the  beaches  and  dunes.  The 
beaches  are  everywhere,  from  the 
in-town  sands  along  the  harbor 
and  bay,  to  the  glorious  gay  beach 
and  dunes  of  Herring  Cove  — 
where,  like  Thoreau,  you  can 
stand  with  all  America  at  your 
back  —  to  the  wild  surf  of  the 
great  Outer  Beach  that  curves  in  a 
sweeping  arc  from  Race  Point  east 
and  south  toward  Truro. 

Encompassed  in  this  circle  of 
beaches  lie  the  Province  Lands. 
Once  heavily  forested  with  beech 
and  oak  this  land  is  now  almost 
totally  denuded  after  nearly  four 
centuries  of  human  overuse.  As  a 
result,  the  land  has  been  set  loose, 
as  if  in  imitation  of  the  surround¬ 
ing  flux  of  sea  and  sky,  to  move 
and  flow  in  tides  and  currents  all 
its  own.  The  visitor  often  returns 
to  some  favorite  lookout  to  find 
the  silhouette  of  dune  against  sky 
subtly  or  drastically  altered, 
depending  upon  the  severity  of  the 
past  winter. 

This  sandscape  of  dwarf  groves 
of  pine  and  oak,  scattered  ponds, 
and  jungles  of  beach  plum  and 
wild  rose,  bayberry  and  golden- 
rod,  is  threaded  with  paved  and 
well  maintained  trails  designed  for 
bicycling,  hiking  and  jogging. 
Like  every  other  sensual  pleasure

Provincetown  is  2Vi  hours  by 
car  from  Boston,  6V1  hours  from 
New  York.  However,  once  you 
are  there  a  car  can  be  a  problem.

Cactus  is  a  collective  of  Third 
World,  Women-identified  Artists. 
Our  goals,  both  as  individuals  and 
as  a  group,  are  to  survive,  com¬ 
plete  and  whole,  and  to  provide 
support  for  others. 

We  are  all  women,  and  as  such 
share  a  creative  capacity  of  un¬ 
realized  potential.  We  have  been 
joyous  and  despairing,  frigthened 
and  raging,  in  love  and  in  combat 
—  and  all  the  while  denied. 

We  are  all  women-identified 
women,  and  through  our  struggles 
about  this  identification  have 
come  to  common  conclusions  and 
decisions.  We  have  limited  our¬ 
selves  through  necessity  and 
choice  to  dealing  exclusively  with 


each  other.  As  woman-identified 
women,  we  maintain  the  right  to 
determine  the  extent  of  our  rela¬ 
tionships  with  one  another. 

We  are  women  of  color,  having 
different  memories,  different  lan¬ 
guages,  different  voices.  We  real¬ 
ize  that  we  are  as  vital  in  our  dif¬ 
ferences  as  in  our  common  per¬ 
spectives.  We  understand  that  al¬ 
though  our  roots  may  vary,  we  are 
initially  from  the  same  soil.  We 
are  all  individuals  who  have  sur¬ 
vived  with  creative  voices  and 
visions.  And  we  will  present  these 
as  strongly  as  we  can. 

Because  of  who  we  are,  and  the 
response  that  society  as  a  whole 
gives  us,  we  have  been  constantly 
forced  to  create  and  maintain 
schizoid  environmental  situations, 


women’s  issues  and  concerns.  Our 
energies  are  directed  towards 
other  women,  and  we  identify 
with  women’s  struggles  through¬ 
out  the  world. 

To  one  another,  we  provide 
support,  understanding  compan¬ 
ionship  and  affection.  We  respect 
one  another  both  personally  and 
for  our  work.  We  share  skills  with 


made  up  of  separate  communities, 
each  of  which  provides  us  with 
different  supports.  Our  ideal  is  to 
make  ourselves  visible  in  each 
community  that  we  are  involved 
in.  These  communities  are,  speci¬ 
fically: 

Our  respective  Third  World 
communities,  those  peoples 
who  suffer  at  the  hands  of  racist 


attitudes,  actions  isolation  and 
the  daily  threat  of  psychological 
and  physical  genocide. 

The  women’s  community,  those 
peoples  who  suffer  in  a  male 
dominated  society  and  are  in 
constant  combat  to  survive 
while  creating  new  definitions 
of  their  lives. 

The  gay  community  those  peo¬ 
ples  who  share  in  an  inappro¬ 
priately  labeled  “alternative” 
lifestyle  for  sharing  lives  and 
love  with  members  of  their  own 
sex. 

The  community  of  artists,  who 
suffer  from  financial,  political 
and  other  outside  dictation  in 
their  attempts  at  creative  ex¬ 
pression. 

We  have  no  false  expectations 
of  reaching  every  member  of  every 
community  listed,  as  we  realize 
and  take  into  account  the  range  of 
peoples’  survival  methods,  but 
our  doors  are  always  open  to 
those  who  remain  able  to  recog¬ 
nize  and  reckon  with  the  singular 
and  critical  issues  pertaining  to, 
and  affecting  each  of  these  com¬ 
munities. 

Although  at  times  it  has  seemed 
a  damnable  vertex  to  be  at,  we 
realize  the  importance  and  signifi¬ 
cance  of  our  vantage  point,  and 
feel  that  it  has  afforded  us  a  clar¬ 
ity  of  sight  which  we  are  willing  to 
share.  When  we  are  united,  it  will 
make  the  annihilation  of  any  one 
of  us,  in  part  or  whole,  difficult,  if 
not  impossible. 

Because  each  of  us  has  come  to 
the  point  of  realizing  the  stagnant 
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nature  of  the  words  we  have  been 
given  to  define  ourselves,  we 
maintain  the  right  to  redefine  ter¬ 
minology,  and  therefore  create  al¬ 
ternative  spaces  of  creativity.  The 
term  “artist”  has  come  to  mean 
something  both  foreign  and  inap¬ 
proachable  to  us  “artists.”  Be¬ 
cause  of  the  innate  ability  of 
creative  force  to  threaten  even  the 
strongest  power  system,  artists 


‘weaken,  and  place  restraining 
limitations.  Our  ears  and  eyes  are 
open  to  other  groups  who  are  at¬ 
tempting  to  fulfill  similar  goals. 
Our  work  is  open  for  examination 
by  whoever  wishes  to  see  it,  but 
our  arms  are  outreached  primarily 
towards  other  women,  with  a  pri¬ 
ority  towards  women  of  color. 
Come  and  share  our  visions. 

The  women  of  Cactus  will  be

Sitting  By  the  Telephone

I  live  with  an  individual  who  is 
not  really  a  “workaholic”  but 
who  nevertheless  works  incredibly 
long  hours,  goes  without  sleep  in  a 
futile  attempt  to  meet  deadlines, 
and  generally  says  “yes”  when 
“no”  would  make  life  for  both  of 
us  much  easier.  For  some  reason 
we  always  seem  to  support  one 
another  in  our  various  insanities. 
She  tolerates  my  collecting  things 
—  anything,  everything  —  and  1 
somehow  manage  to  endure  her 
frequent  bouts  of  do-goodism  that 
leave  both  of  us  drained,  dazed 
and  exhausted.  So  our  topsy-turvy 
way  of  living  is  not  likely  to  alter 
very  much. 

Not  too  many  moons  ago,  we 
experienced  one  of  our  rather 
spectacularly  wearing  episodes. 
My  sother  (significant  other)  has  a 
full  time  job.  On  top  of  that,  she 
shouldered  a  number  of  adminis¬ 
trative  responsibilities  this  year 
which  really  amounted  to  another 
full-time  job.  Further,  she  had  to 
invest  a  great  deal  of  time  and 
energy  (hers  and  mine)  in  search¬ 
ing  for  a  new  job  for  the  coming 
year  because  the  present  one, 
good  though  she  has  been  in  it, 
will  not  be  renewed.  Such  is  the 
way  of  the  world.  I  won’t  bore 
you  with  the  details  of  job-search¬ 
ing.  Either  you  know  it  and  under¬ 
stand,  or  you  don’t,  and  you  are 
very  lucky  indeed. 

The  bare  bones  of  the  saga  are 


simply  that  hours  and  hours  were 
spent  to  the  accompaniment  of 
nervous  stomach  secretions.  She 
worked  her  regular  job  and  pre¬ 
pared  for  an  interview  for  a  new 
one  so  intensely  for  a  three-week 
period  that  we  could  spend  only 
mealtime  together,  leaving  her 
free  to  work  all  but  the  three  or 
four  hours  she  slept  each  night.  In 
addition  to  my  full-time  job,  I  did 
my  work  at  the  newspaper  and  all 
the  domestic  drudgery  that  makes 
a  house  a  home. 

The  big  day  Finally  arrives  when 
she  has  to  drive  to  Providence  for 
the  grand  performance  upon 
which  hangs  her  future.  I  am  a 
nervous  wreck,  expecially  because 
I  can’t  go  with  her,  since  I  have  to 
show  up  for  my  job  in  Boston. 

1  expect  her  to  return  some  time 
during  the  afternoon.  While  I  am 
at  work,  she  calls  me  and  says  that 
she  has  been  invited  to  dinner  by 
one  of  the  people  involved  in  the 
interview.  I  agree  that  she  can’t 
diplomatically  refuse  the  invita¬ 
tion,  but  remind  her  that  she  had 
planned  to  get  up  early  the  next 
day.  She  says  she  will  be  able  to 
explain  the  situation  to  her  host, 
and  therefore  gracefully  exit  at  a 
“reasonable”  hour. 

All  this  happens  on  a  Thursday, 
the  day  we  normally  lay  out  GCN 
for  the  coming  week.  That  process 
keeps  me  busy  for  the  early  part  of 
the  evening.  1  always  rush  through 
my  work  at  the  paper  in  order  to 


get  home  for  dinner  with  my 
sother,  and  she  waits  patiently, 
unfed,  till  my  arrival,  not  because 
she  can’t  feed  herself  (as  some  of 
my  confreres  satirically  suggest), 
but  because  dining  together  is  one 
of  our  most  cherished  rituals.  I 
am,  consequently,  not  too  anxious 
to  go  home  this  particular 
evening,  because  I  know  I  will 
have  to  eat  alone. 

I  figure  she  will  arrive  around 
10  pm.  That  is  my  interpretation 
of  “reasonable.”  After  eating 
whatever  insignificant  meal  I  ate, 
and,  for  once,  I  really  don’t 
remember  what  it  was,  I  busy 
myself  with  the  trivia  of 
domesticity,  putting  on  the  TV  for 
company. 

Ten  o’clock  comes.  I  listen  for 
the  sound  of  the  elevator 
announcing  her  arrival.  The 
elevator  sounds.  I  run  to  our 
apartment  door  to  greet  her.  The 
elevator  does  not  come  to  our 
floor.  Oh,  well,  maybe  her  idea  of 
“reasonable”  and  my  idea  of 
“reasonable”  are  two  different 
ideas.  We  had  not,  actually,  set  a 
specific  time. 

So,  between  10  and  11,  I  am 
nervous.  I  pace  the  floor,  listen 
for  the  familiar  “clunk”  of  the 
elevator,  try  to  concentrate  on  the 
TV.  Nothing  really  does  any 
good. 

Eleven  o’clock  comes.  Still  no 
sother.  My  stomach  tightens.  I 
begin  to  perspire,  there  is  no  one  I 


can  call,  but  the  impulse  to  call 
someone  is  certainly  upon  me. 
And  the  damn  elevator.  We  live  in 
a  building  with  only  twelve 
apartments.  The  elevator  is  not 
used  very  often.  Tonight  it  seems 
to  be  constantly  running  up  and 
down  and  it  is  just  never  the  right 
person.  Several  times  it  even 
comes  to  our  floor,  but  it  is  not 
for  me. 

I  lean  my  head  against  the  door, 
peering  through  the  peephole 
(designed  for  paranoids  who  want 
to  get  a  preview  of  whoever  is 
coming  to  kill  them)  at  nothing¬ 
ness. 

Between  1 1  and  12  I  am  frantic. 
Sometimes  my  beloved  forgets 
what  time  it  is,  that’s  true.  But  she 
is  not  inconsiderate,  and  she 
knows  that  I  will  worry  if  she’s 
out  alone  in  the  car  and  it’s  late. 
Something  has  happened;  I  know 
something  has  happened.  My 
heart  is  in  my  mouth.  1  am  help¬ 
less.  There  are  times  that  being  an 
atheist  leaves  one  speechless.  It 
would  be  very  comforting  at  this 
point  to  believe  that  some  Being 
could  be  bribed  by  prayer  to  ward 
off  catastrophe. 

From  midnight  on,  I  am 
hysterical,  making  little  sad 
animal  noises  to  myself,  feeling 
my  pulse  race  uselessly.  At  12:20 
the  phone  rings.  I  grab  the  receiv¬ 
er  after  half  a  ring.  Her  voice. 
She’s  alive.  Of  course,  something 
did  happen.  The  car,  our  dear. 


bedraggled  Doodle  Bug  (’69  VW) 
who  had  taken  us  trouble-free 
across  the  country  and  back 
during  the  summer,  is  being  very 
demanding. 

My  sother  is  waiting  for  the 
AAA  driver  to  deposit  her 
somewhere  after  leaving  Doodle 
in  his  garage  for  the  night.  The 
driver  has  offered  to  take  her  to 
an  all-night  diner,  to  wait  there 
until  8  am  when  the  mechanic  will 
arrive  and  pass  sentence  on  the 
car. 

I  suggest  Firmly  that  she  go  to  a 
motel  and  get  some  sleep.  “Good 
idea,”  she  says.  “The  mechanic 
will  be  in  at  8;  I’ll  call  you  in  the 
morning  and  let  you  know  about 
the  car.” 

Relief  at  last.  She’s  all  right.  My 
intestines  unknot.  I  can  finally  go 
to  sleep. 

Next  morning  at  work  I  am 
every  minute  expecting  her  call. 
Nine  o’clock  comes  and  goes.  I 
spend  a  lot  of  time  in  the  bath¬ 
room.  Ten  o’clock  comes  and 
goes.  I  spend  a  lot  of  time  in  the 
bathroom.  Almost  11  o’clock,  her 
ladyship  calls  me,  all  bright  eyed 
and  bushy-tailed.  “Give  me  your 
number  and  I’ll  call  you  right 
back,”  say  1.  “What  number?  I’m 
home.”  “What  are  you  doing 
there???”  "The  car  burned  out 
the  ignition  coil,  so  I  had  it 
replaced  and  drove  home.”

‘The  Biggest 
Sort  of 
Friends” 

Social  History, 
Homosexuality 
and  the  Boston 
Experience 

By  Jan  Lambertz  and  Chris  Waters 

In  the  1880s,  when  Oscar  Wilde  came  to  Boston,  he 
found  it  a  rather  dreary  place.  If  Puritan  thought 
had  died  in  England,  he  noted,  it  was  certainly  alive 
and  well  in  New  England.  (In  contrast  to  this,  he 
believed  San  Francisco  was  a  much  more  exotic  and 
exciting  place).  Despite  Wilde’s  disheartening 
assessment,  Jonathan  Katz,  author  of  Gay  American 
History,  has  found  evidence  that  soon  after  the  turn  of 

the  century  there  were  Turkish  baths  on  “T _ 

Street”  which  were  used  as  meeting  places  by  gay 
men.  In  1907,  one  writer  claimed  there  were  hun¬ 
dreds  of  homosexuals  in  Boston  from  the  North  End 
to  the  Back  Bay.  Even  before  Wilde’s  visit,  forms  of 
homosexual  identity  similar  to  a  modern  definition 
of  homosexuality  were  clearly  discernible.  More¬ 
over,  scattered  in  various  archives  throughout  the 
city  is  information  concerning  what  we  would 
consider  homosexuality  stretching  as  far  back  as 
Puritan  times. 

Some  twenty  years  before  the  rather  caustic 
remarks  made  by  Wilde,  we  have  evidence,  for 
example,  of  a  chance  encounter  between  a  streetcar 
conductor  named  Peter  Doyle  and  the  poet,  Walt 
Whitman.  Doyle  later  described  the  episode,  and  the 
reader  is  struck  by  the  similarity  between  his 
account  and  our  experiences  today.  Although  his 
terminology  is  slightly  different  from  our  own,  the 
manner  in  which  Doyle  and  Whitman’s  implicit 
understanding  of  each  other’s  homosexuality 
unfolds  is  certainly  recognizable.  Doyle  wrote, 

He  was  the  only  passenger,  it  was  a  lonely  night,

so  I  thought  I  would  go  in  and  talk  with  him. 
Something  in  me  made  me  do  it,  and  something  in 
him  drew  me  that  way.  He  used  to  say  there  was 
something  in  me  had  the  same  effect  on  him. 

Anyway  I  went  into  the  car.  We  were  familiar  at 
once  —  I  put  my  hand  on  his  knee  —  we 
understood.  He  did  not  get  out  at  the  end  of  the 
trip  —  in  fact  went  all  the  way  back  with  me.  I 
think  the  year  of  this  was  1866.  From  that  time  on 
we  were  the  biggest  sort  of  friends. 

And  they  were  certainly  not  the  only  “biggest 
sort  of  friends”  on  which  local  material  exists.  The 
Boston  Area  Lesbian  and  Gay  History  Project  has 
been  created  out  of  our  desire  to  uncover  further 
information  about  gay  men  and  lesbians  in 
Massachusetts,  to  explore  their  historical  identity 
and  lifestyles.  It  is  appropriate  that  during  Boston’s 
“Jubilee  350”  celebrations  gay  men  and  lesbians  are 
coming  together  to  begin  to  dig  for  material  about 
our  past. 

In  recent  years  many  individuals  in  both  the  fem¬ 
inist  and  labor  movements  have  attached  increasing 
importance  to  grass  roots  history.  The  lesbian  and 
gay  communities,  although  later  in  this  quest,  are 
also  beginning  to  recognize  the  value  of  “people’s 
history”;  symbolic  of  this  trend  was  the  creation  of 
the  Lesbian  Herstory  Archives  in  New  York  in 
1975.  Similar  projects  researching  the  homosexual 
past  have  also  developed  in  other  parts  of  the 
nation,  including  Buffalo,  San  Francisco, 
Washington  D.C.  —  and  now  Boston.  Rediscovering 
our  past,  the  ways  in  which  lesbians  and  gay  men 
themselves  have  both  understood  and  coped  with 
their  own  sexuality,  is  imperative  if  we  are  to  avoid 
merely  “living  for  the  moment,”  or  politics  without 
history. 

Scholarly  research  can  offer  much  in  the  way  of 
techniques  for  studying  the  homosexual  past,  as 
well  as  fascinating  information  about  it;  this  is 
borne  out  in  the  work  of  such  academics  as  Robert 
Oaks  (“Things  Fearful  to  Name:  Sodomy  and

Buggery  in  17th  Century  New  England,”  Journal  of 
Social  History,  Vol.  12)  and  Carol  Smith-Rosenberg 
(“The  Female  World  of  Love  and  Ritual,”  Signs,  Vol. 
1,  1975).  However,  scholarly  work  has  also  distorted 
the  lesbian  and  gay  past  either  through  ignorance, 
or  by  the  creation  of  artificial  categories  and  terms 
into  which  it  then  tries  to  fit  everyone.  Although 
serious  questions  must  be  dealt  with  by  scholars 
and  non-scholars  alike  (such  as  the  very  meaning  of 
the  terms  “homosexual”  and  “relationship,”  for 
example),  individuals  not  trained  in  history  can 
often  explore  the  homosexual  past  with  fewer 
constraints,  and  sometimes  better  results,  than 
professional  historians.  Lesbians  and  gay  men 
pursuing  historical  studies  outside  the  confines  of 
academic  institutions  can  make  a  unique  contribu¬ 
tion  to  the  study  of  homosexuality  in  history.  Our 
experiences  in  the  creation  of  a  personal  identity 
and  lifestyle  today,  and  the  many  constraints  placed 
on  that  creation,  can  give  us  a  sensitivity  which  is  of 
immense  value  when  focusing  on  the  past.  In 
addition,  non-professional  historians  can  present 
their  discoveries  in  a  style  more  accessible  to  most 
people  than  that  of  many  academics. 

It  was  with  these  goals  in  mind  that  some  twenty 
men  and  women  came  together  in  the  wake  of  a  visit 
to  Boston  by  Allan  Berube  of  the  San  Francisco 
Area  Lesbian  and  Gay  History  Project.  Berube 
delivered  an  illustrated  lecture  on  women  who 
dressed  as  men  in  San  Francisco  during  the  nine¬ 
teenth  century  (see  GCN,  Vol.7,  No.17).  The  program, 
a  fascinating  examinatin  of  several  women  who 
“passed”  as  men,  along  with  the  rationale  for  their 
actions,  was  researched  by  Berube  and  his  col¬ 
leagues  in  the  Bay  Area  from  newspapers  and 
archive  collections.  The  importance  of  involving 
people  in  the  recovery  of  their  own  past  was 
reflected  in  the  enthusiasm  with  which  this  material 
was  presented  and  received,  an  enthusiasm  which 
certainly  inspired  the  development  of  the  Boston 
Area  Gay  and  Lesbian  History  Project. 

The  notion  of  “passing  women”  had  not  been 
accorded  much  attention  before  the  discussion  of 
the  subject  in  Gay  American  History  by  Jonathan  Katz 
and  the  research  undertaken  by  the  San  Francisco

History  Project.  Berube  showed  that  when  San 
Francisco  expanded  rapidly  in  the  wake  of  the  gold 
rush,  its  population  was  predominantly  male.  To 
enjoy  the  freedom  that  men  enjoyed,  some  women 
chose  to  dress  as  men.  These  women  were  able  to 
live  with  —  and  even  marry  —  other  women,  especi¬ 
ally  later  in  the  century. 

We  also  have  evidence  of  passing  women  in 
Boston.  One  member  of  our  group  discovered  a 
book,  Ladies  of  the  Underworld  (1927),  that  lists  many  such 
individuals.  Another  member  of  the  group  has 
uncovered  a  similar  phenomenon  in  the  form  of  a 
“Tomboy  Spinster  Club”  of  Boston  that  was  in 
existence  around  the  turn  of  the  century.  In  this 
organization  each  member  assumed  a  male  name. 
The  reason  each  woman  had  for  assuming  a 
particular  name  was  provided  in  the  minutes  of  the 
club. 

Other  organizations  with  lesbian  or  gay  members 
are  also  being  studied,  including  those  of  a  literary 
nature.  The  literary  community  of  nineteenth 
century  Boston  was  certainly  active,  and  at  some 
points  it  came  into  contact  with  the  gay  and  lesbian 
subculture.  Walt  Whitman,  for  example,  had  a 
tremendous  influence  on  many  individuals  besides 
Peter  Doyle.  The  impact  of  his  thought  on  the 
English  socialist  movement  was  great,  and  through 
Edward  Carpenter  (the  nineteenth  century  English 
socialist  and  pioneer  in  the  homosexual  emancipa¬ 
tion  movement)  he  was  responsible  for  shaping 
many  of  the  ideas  of  the  early  homosexual  rights 
movement  in  England.  In  Boston,  a  Whitman  Fel¬ 
lowship  was  founded  to  explore  the  ideas  and  aspira¬ 
tions  of  the  poet.  Not  only  do  membership  lists 
exist,  but  their  topics  of  discussion  —  such  as  the 
famed  ‘Calamus”  poems,  in  which  Whitman  dis¬ 
cusses  the  spiritual  nature  of  same-sex  relationships 
—  are  also  on  record,  and  are  being  studied  by  a 
member  of  the  group.  Miriam  Daniell  and  Helena 
Born,  two  women  active  in  the  socialist  movement 
in  Bristol,  England,  were  strongly  influenced  by 
Whitman.  They  both  journeyed  to  Boston  in  1890, 
and  later  lived  a  “full,  intense,  romantic  life” 
together  in  the  Sierras.  When  Miriam  died  in  1894, 
Helena  returned  to  Boston  where  she  became  an 
active  member  of  the  Walt  Whitman  Fellowship. 

The  work  of  the  Boston  Area  Lesbian  and  Gay 
History  Project  is  not  merely  focused  on  the  lives  of 
the  great  individuals  of  Boston’s  past,  nor  on  a 
handful  of  passing  women  or  members  of  elite 
groups.  Same-sex  relationships  at  all  social  levels, 
and  over  a  broad  expanse  of  time,  are  equally 
important  to  our  group.  One  member  of  the  project 
is  examining  possible  role-trading  and  homosexual¬ 
ity  in  New  England  Indian  tribes,  along  with 
Puritan  reactions  to  this.  Possible  lesbian  relation¬ 
ships  during  the  Industrial  Revolution  among 
women  factory  workers  in  Lynn  are  also  being 
explored,  as  are  the  various  social  networks  that 
existed  for  women  in  Boston  in  the  late  nineteenth 
and  early  twentieth  centuries.  For  example,  several 
works  refer  to  the  phenomenon  of  “Boston 
Marriages,’  households  consisting  of  two  unmarried 
women  who  lived  together  for  economic  or 
affectional  reasons. 

Meeting  places  for  lesbians  and  gay  men  are 
important  to  us  today.  What  is  seldom  realized  is 
that  although,  until  recently,  such  places  may  have 
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been  more  secluded  from  vifcw,  they  existed  nonethe¬ 
less.  (One  young  person  said  to  one  of  our  col¬ 
leagues,  “You  mean  there  were  gay  people  before 
disco?”)  One  researcher  is  attempting  to  put 
together  a  social  geography  of  the  bar  scene  in  the 
1940s  and  1950s,  and  for  him  the  techniques  of  oral 
history  offer  useful  tools  with  which  to  approach  the 
past.  By  interviewing  older  gay  men  and  women,  he 
is  beginning  to  accumulate  information  about  where 
bars  were  located,  who  owned  them,  what  went  on  in 
them,  and  who  went  to  them. 

All  homosexuality  is  situational,  influ¬ 
enced  and  given  meaning  and  charac¬ 
ter  by  its  location  in  time  and  social 
space. 

Many  older  members  of  the  community  have 
found  little  occasion  to  discuss  their  experiences  of 
homosexuality,  and  have  consequently  enjoyed 
immensely  the  interest  members  of  the  history 
project  have  shown  in  them  and  their  recollections. 
More  conventional  archive  sources  are  also  provid¬ 
ing  an  enormous  wealth  of  information  concerning 
the  history  of  lesbians  and  gay  men  in  this  region. 
We  believe  that  both  techniques  used  together  can 
give  us  an  informed  picture  of  Boston’s  past. 

While  it  is  the  stated  purpose  of  the  Boston  Area 
Lesbian  and  Gay  History  Project  to  develop  a 
greater  understanding  of  Boston’s  homosexual 
heritage,  we  realize  that  there  are  many  difficulties 
involved  in  such  an  undertaking.  Most  of  our 
problems  come  from  the  simple  fact  that  there  is 
little  research  which  could  act  as  a  guide  for  our 
work.  Now  that  historians  are  beginning  to  examine 
the  homosexual  past  in  some  detail,  they  are 
discovering  just  how  little  is  known  about  it. 

Until  recently  it  has  been  an  assumption  of  most 
historians  that  sexuality  and  its  manifestations  are 
highly  personal.  Therefore,  they  claim,  it  is  not 
appropriate  to  subject  it  to  the  scrutiny  of  modern- 
day  research.  The  debate  over  the  propriety  of  dis¬ 
cussing  the  possible  lesbian  relationship  between 
Eleanor  Roosevelt  and  Lorena  Hickok  offers  one 
example  of  this.  While  much  of  the  argument 
concerns  the  ambiguity  of  the  information  about 
their  relationship,  implicit  in  some  reviews  of  The  Life 
of  Lorena  Hickok  by  Doris  Faber  is  the  feeling  that  stray¬ 
ing  into  the  domain  of  private  lives  is  somehow 
immaterial,  or  even  immoral.

This  orthodox  outlook  has  been  applied  to  the 
historical  study  of  all  kinds  of  sexuality.  However,  it 
has  particularly  applied  to  the  examination  of  homo¬ 
sexuality.  If  the  subject  has  been  raised  in  historical 
circles  at  all,  it  has  usually  been  either  quickly 
dismissed  or  vituperatively  attacked.  A  comment  in 
a  study  called  English  Life  and  Leisure  written  less  than 
thirty  years  ago  by  B.  Seebohm  Rowntree  and  G.R. 
Lavers  is  typical: 

It  is  almost  impossible  to  get  valid  evidence  about 
the  incidence  of  homosexualism  and  other  forms  of 
sexual  perversion  because  some  of  them,  such  as 
sodomy,  are  forbidden  by  law.  . . .  Sometimes 
homosexual  practices  are  commercialized,  and  are 
then  the  equivalent  of  prostitution.  More  often 
they  are  indulged  in  by  acquaintances  for  their 
mutual  satisfaction.  All  persons  with  whom  we 
have  discussed  the  matter  . . .  agree  that  there  is  a 
good  deal  of  homosexuality,  but  neither  they  nor 
we  can  estimate  its  real  extent.  It  is  only  necessary 
to  see  a  few  of  the  unfortunate  persons  who  have 
become  addicted  to  it  to  realize  how  demoralizing 
and  degenerating  an  influence  it  is. 

Although  such  attitudes  are  changing  fast,  this 


hasn’t  necessarily  led  to  a  better  understanding  of 
homosexuality  in  history.  Often  we  have  merely 
been  treated  to  third-rate  biographies  of  great 
individuals  who  were  homosexual.  More  recently, 
many  historians  have  instead  focused  on  the 
reaction  of  legal  or  medical  groups  to 
homosexuality,  or  on  the  institutional  history  of  the 
various  organizations  that  have  worked  for  sexual 
liberation.  Unfortunately,  neither  of  these  pursuits 
alone  affords  us  a  full  understanding  of  the 
changing  historical  nature  of  same-sex  relation¬ 
ships.  We  still  lack  a  developed  body  of  information 
concerning  the  range  of  responses  of  lesbians  and 
gay  men  in  the  past  to  their  own  sexuality. 

The  lack  of  decent  work  on  the  history  of  homo¬ 
sexuality  can  be  attributed  to  many  causes.  Not 
least  of  these,  as  we  have  seen,  has  been  the  view  of 
academics  that  sexuality  was  not  a  fit  subject  for 
historical  study.  Moreover,  the  gay  and  lesbian 
movements  have  often  placed  such  an  overriding 
emphasis  on  political  activism  or  separatist  culture¬ 
making  that,  as  important  as  these  are,  this 
emphasis  mitigates  against  any  long-term  historical 
understanding.  When  a  sense  of  history  is  present, 
it  doesn’t  extend  back  much  before  the  late  1960s. 
As  far  as  the  gay  male  movement  is  concerned,  gay 
history  is  often  seen  to  have  begun  in  1969  —  in  the 
beginning  there  was  Stonewall.  And  as  the  mass 
movement  for  homosexual  liberation  is  a  relatively 
recent  penomenon,  we  are  all  wrapped  up  in  the 
rhetoric  of  the  moment  and  cannot  seem  to  escape 
this  rhetoric  when  approaching  the  past. 

To  study  homosexuality  in  history,  we  must  make 
a  concerted  effort  to  break  down  artificial  and  con¬ 
temporary  categories.  Historical  same-sex  relation¬ 
ships  can  be  seen  neither  as  a  few  unhappy  matings 
between  deviant  individuals,  as  Rowntree  and 
Lavers  seem  to  suggest,  nor  as  early  exemplars  of  a 
modern-day  gay  indentity  and  consciousness. 

Anyone  attempting  to  write  gay  and  lesbian 
history  must  realize  that  sexual  categories  which 
may  appear  timeless  and  universal  are  relatively 
recent  phenomena,  and  are  certainly  culturally 
specific.  Using  modern  categories  .as  tools  of 
analysis  confuses  the  issues,  and  loses  any  sense  of 
history.  Attitudes  towards  homosexuality,  as  well 
as  the  positions  in  society  occupied  by  homosexuals 
themselves,  vary  from  place  to  place,  over  time,  and 
from  class  to  class.  The  social  forms  which  homosex¬ 
uality  takes  are  determined  by  numerous  economic 
and  cultural  factors.  As  Jonathan  Katz  says:  “All 
homosexuality  is  situational,  influenced  and  given 
meaning  and  character  by  its  location  in  time  and 
social  space.” 

Moreover,  not  only  must  the  historian  of  sexuality 
understand  the  sexual  categories  of  the  past,  but  he 
or  she  must  also  understand  the  language  people 
used  to  talk  about  those  categories.  Letting 
homosexuals  from  the  past  speak  for  themselves  is 
not  enough,  we  must  learn  how  they  themselves 
understood  what  they  said,  and  how  they  used 
language  differently  from  us. 

Jeffrey  Weeks,  author  of  Coming  Out:  Homosexual  Politics 
in  Britain  from  the  Nineteenth  Century  to  the  Present,  has  shown 
that  the  term  “homosexuality”  only  came  into 
existence  in  Britain  in  the  nineteenth  century.  Like¬ 
wise,  the  term  “dyke”  was  probably  applied  to 
lesbian  relationships  in  parts  of  the  United  States 
beginning  in  the  1920s.  And  the  term  “gay”  —  at 
least  common  usage  of  it  by  homosexuals  —  may  be 
much  more  recent.  To  use  our  understanding  of 
these  terms  as  a  means  of  focusing  on  the  past  can 
often  be  misleading.  Robert  Oaks,  in  a  fascinating 
article  on  attitudes  towards  male-male  relationships 
in  seventeenth  century  New  England,  has  indicated 
that  the  Puritans  had  distinct  meanings  in  mind 
when  they  used  the  terms  “sodomy”  and  “bug¬ 
gery.”  The  former  was  meant  to  imply  all  consum¬ 
mated  male-male  intercourse,  while  the  latter  sug¬ 
gested  any  form  of  male-beast  relationship.  When  at 
one  point  the  authorities  tried  to  extend  the  mean¬ 
ing  of  the  term  “sodomy”  to  include  cases  of  hetero¬ 
sexual  child-molestation,  they  realized  the  term  was 
too  well-defined  to  be  changed.  In  researching  the 
history  of  same-sex  relationships  in  seventeenth 
century  New  England  a  knowledge  of  the  contem¬ 
porary  terms  and  their  meanings,  such  as  that  pro¬ 
vided  by  Oaks,  is  of  paramount  importance. 

Before  the  term  “homosexuality”  entered  the 
discourse  on  sex,  other  words  and  phrases  were  used 
to  indicate  same-sex  relationships.  Walt  Whitman, 
for  example,  used  the  term  “adhesion”  to  refer  to 
closeness  between  men.  How  close  that  closeness 
actually  was  —  what  Whitman  meant  by  the  term 
“adhesion”  —  is  difficult  to  ascertain.  But  it  is 


necessarye-to  learn  about  past  terminology  in  order 
to  advance  the  frontiers  of  the  history  of  sexuality. 

Feminist  historians  today  form  the  vanguard  of 
this  debate  over  the  conceptualization  and  termin¬ 
ology  of  same-sex  attachment  and  passion,  especial¬ 
ly  that  between  women.  The  diversity  of  opinions 
about  which  relationships,  friendships,  and  even 
communities  we  might  appropriately  designate  as 
“lesbian”  has  been  great.  In  fact, the  most  recent 
issue  of  the  women’s  studies  journal.  Frontiers  (Fall 
1979),  is  dedicated  to  an  exploration  of  those

opinions.  While  some  historians  insist  that  we 
restrict  ourselves  to  using  the  labels  for  relation¬ 
ships  that  women  in  the  past  used  themselves, 
others  employ  the  term  “lesbian”  where  there  is  any 
strong  evidence  of  emotional  and  physical  intimacy. 
Still  others  insist  on  the  political  utility  of  using  the 
term  as  a  broadly  inclusive  and  positive  category 
that  describes  a  diverse  range  of  nurturing  female 
attachments.  Blanche  Wiesen  Cook  suggests  that  as 
research  into  women’s  lives  advances,  historians 
will  be  forced  to  develop  “a  more  considered  defini¬ 
tion  of  the  word  ‘lesbian.’  ” 

As  well  as  studying  individual  attitudes,  and  the 
language  in  which  they  were  expressed,  we  must 
explore  the  structures  within  which  such  attitudes 
developed.  Nineteenth  century  clubs,  political 
reform  organizations,  settlement  houses,  and  single¬ 
sex  educational  establishments  must  have  provided 
many  occasions  for  same-sex  relationships  to  be 
explored  and  nurtured.  The  Walt  Whitman  Fellow¬ 
ship  was  only  one  of  many  such  organizations. 
There  is  also  evidence  that  in  both  American  and 
European  cities  distinct  homosexual  subcultures 
developed.  Elements  of  personal  identity  crystal¬ 
lized  into  unique  styles  of  life  through  which  lesbi¬ 
ans  and  gay  men  could  recognize  each  other  in  the 
bewildering  complexity  of  the  new,  urban  industrial 
environment,  as  we  have  seen  in  the  case  of  Doyle 
and  Whitman.  Sometimes  marked  in  males  by 

One  young  person  said  to  one  of  our 
colleagues,  “You  mean  there  were  gay 
people  before  disco?” 

effeminate  behavior  and  dress,  and  in  women  by 
donning  the  attire  of  men,  this  distinct  style  is  indi¬ 
cative  of  one  form  of  creative  confrontation  with  the 
dominant  ideology  of  gender  roles.  Even  in  a  sup¬ 
posedly  repressed  society,  verbal  and  nonverbal 
codes  existed  by  which  lesbians  and  gay  men  could 
identify  each  other. 

We  cannot  romanticize  these  unique  styles, 
however,  and  claim  that  homosexuals  in  the 
nineteenth  century  were  heroically  creative  in  their 
efforts  to  erect  autonomous  social  networks  and 
spaces  in  which  to  develop  their  identity.  The 
manner  in  which  these  codes  and  subcultural  styles 
developed  was,  and  still  is,  to  a  large  extent  circum¬ 
scribed  by  external  social  pressures.  The  work  of  the 
current  feminist  movement  in  the  study  of  patri¬ 
archy,  and  of  the  material  basis  and  social  construc¬ 
tion  of  gender  roles,  has  been  important  in  showing 
us  just  how  these  pressures  operated,  and  what  the 
range  of  individual  responses  could  be.

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Almost  100  years  after  universal  acceptance  of 
the  germ  theory  of  disease,  it  is  appalling  that  every 
individual  is  still  not  being  taught  the  significance  of 
the  role  of  personal  hygiene  in  the  prevention  of  sex¬ 
ually  transmitted  diseases. 

Current  attitudes  (including  group  male-female 
and  same-sex  contacts)  require  that  each  participant 
wash  genital  and  rectal  areas  before  and  after  sex  ac¬ 
tivities,  eliminating  germs  and  secretions  in  protec¬ 
tion  of  one’s  self  and  of  one’s  sex  partner(s).  The 
lower  digestive  tract  particularly  must  be 
remembered  as  a  source  of  infectious  germs.  Here 
are  some  highlights  from  our  widely  acclaimed 
booklet  (Available  in  Spanish;  soon  in  Japanese)  —

The  germs  that  cause 
syphilis  and  gonorrhea,  as  well  as  some  other  sexual¬ 
ly  transmitted  diseases,  are  sensitive  to  soap  and 
water. 

WASH  BEFORE  SEX  FOR  HYGIENIC  PURPOSES 

IMMEDIATELY  AFTER  INTERCOURSE: 

Soap  genitals  working  a  bit  of  soft  mushy  soap 
into  urinary  opening. 

Rinse. 

Repeat  procedure. 

Then  urinate  (which  may  sting). 

Extended  exposure  or  delay  before  washing 
diminishes  the  effectiveness  of  this  preventive 
measure.  Washing  is  doubly  important  since  even  in 
the  absence  of  syphilis  and  gonorrhea,  other  sexually 
transmitted  germs  can  cause  infections  such  as  NGU 
(non-gonococcal  urethritis)  or  NSU  (non-specific 
urethritis). 

If  lubricants  are  involved  in  the  sex  act,  use 
watersoluble  preparations  that  will  wash  away.  Do 
not  use  an  oil  base  that  will  leave  a  film  to  trap  the 
germs. 

NOTE:  The  foreskin  that  covers  the  head  of  the 

?enis  may  trap  germs  which  can  cause  infections. 

herefore,  special  attention  should  be  given  to 
washing  the  uncircumcised  penis. 

When  vaccines  against  gonorrhea  and  syphilis 
will  have  been  developed,  personal  hygiene  will  re¬ 
main  necessary  to  prevent  other  sexually  transmitted 
diseases.  For  example:  A  gonorrhea  vaccine  will  not 
prevent  approximately  half  of  the  reported  cases  of 
male  urethritis  which  are  not  gonorrhea. 

PAGE  3:  SOME  ASPECTS  OF  PERSONAL 
HYGIENE  FOR  MEN  AND  WOMEN 

Infectious  germs  which  are  always  found  in  the 
lower  digestive  tract  may  be  transmitted  from  the  rec¬ 
tum  during  certain  sex  activities.  Among  the 
dangerous  germs  present  may  be  the  virus  which 
causes  hepatitis,  and  parasites  which  cause  gastro¬ 
intestinal  disorders  if  they  enter  the  mouth  (anal-oral 
route). 

The  mucous  membranes  of  the  genito-urinary 
system  are  highly  susceptible  to  infection  by  some  of 
these  germs  from  the  rectum.  For  example:  As  a 
result  of  careless  wiping  from  rectum  toward  vagina 
by  the  female  after  toilet,  germs  are  easily  spread  to 
the  vagina  where  they  may  cause  infections,  and  from 
which  they  may  be  transmitted  during  vaginal,  as  well 
as  rectal,  intercourse.  Therefore,  females  must  not 

wipe  in  the  direction  of  rectum  to  vaaina . 

Personal  hygiene  before  and  after  sex  can  be 
greatly  aided  by  the  bidet,  a  low  bathroom  fixture, 
designed  to  facilitate  washing  for  disease  prevention 
and  proper  cleansing  after  toilet.  Not  everyone,  unfor¬ 
tunately  has  been  adequately  informed  as  to  the  ad¬ 
vantages  of  the  bidet;  it  is  not  found,  for  instance,  in 
homes  or  hotels  in  the  United  States,  whereas  in 
many  parts  of  the  world  it  is  widely  used  and  signifi¬ 
cant  to  personal  hygiene.  Good  hygiene  requires 
careful  washing  of  genital  and  rectal  areas  before  and 
after  sex. 

Men  and  Women:  Learn  also  about— 

The  significance  during  treatment  of  no  sex  con¬ 
tact  which  may  spread  the  disease,  and  particularly 
during  treatment  for  urethritis,  no  alcohol  which  may 
irritate  the  GU  system,  delaying  cure.  The  importance 
of  a  follow-up  visit  to  the  physician  to  see  if  further 
treatment  is  required.  For  the  sexually  active 
male  —  the  commercially  available  germicidal 
preparation  (Sanitube1  )  for  use  after  intercourse  to 
prevent  gonorrhea  and  syphilis. 

For  the  sexually  active  female  —  certain  com¬ 
mercially  available  vaginal  contraceptive  foams, 
creams,  suppositories  and  jellies,  which  also  have 
germicidal  properties  that  may  prevent  VD.

Even  before  the  curtain  rises  on 
Forever  After,  Doric  Wilson’s 
ambitious,  complex  and  tren¬ 
chantly  funny  new  comedy  at  the 
28th  Street  Theater,  you  are  aware 
that  the  play  has  already  begun. 
Seated  high  above  the  audience  in 
niches  within  the  proscenium  arch 
are  Melpomene  and  Thalia,  the 
muses  of  Tragedy  and  Comedy. 
Tragedy  is  knitting,  while  Comedy 
is  sleeping  (in  earlier  performances 
she  was  reading  The  Confessions 
of  Danny  Slocum).  Their  presence 
—  which  will  later  on  initiate  the 
real  action  of  the  play  —  is  both  a 
symbol  and  a  warning.  You  know 
they’re  going  to  do  more  than  just 
sit  there.  And,  with  their  multi¬ 
tiered  wigs  and  Medieval  Duchess 
outfits  (thanks  to  Robert  de 
Mora),  it’s  equally  clear  they 
aren’t  about  to  let  you  —  the 
audience  —  just  sit  there  either. 

This  is  a  Doric  Wilson  play,  re¬ 
member.  In  Wilson’s  comedies 
anything  can  and  does  happen.  A 
punk  fagbasher  in  West  Side  Gang 
was  turned  into  a  political  foot¬ 
ball,  and  a  leather  number  into  the 
formidable  drag  queen,  Shanghai 
Lil.  A  Perfect  Relationship  in¬ 
volves  a  dizzy  heterosexual  sub- 
letter  who  is  transformed  from 
commentator  on  gay  life  into 
dragon  into  cupid  —  and  in  so 
doing  he  transformed  two  room¬ 
mates  of  ten  years  into  lovers. 
Wilson  has  always  assumed  that 
everything  in  the  theater  is  a 
potential  prop  —  living  or  not  — 
and  that  every  prop  is  potentially 
a  character  or  symbol.  In  Forever 
After,  our  old  pals,  illusion  and 
reality,  cavort  freely  with  as  many 
turnabouts  as  any  Pirandellian 
could  wish. 

Take  Tom  and  David,  for  ex¬ 
ample,  who  ostensibly  begin  the 
dialogue  when  the  lights  go  up. 
They  are  two  icons  of  the  1980 
Gay  Male,  with  their  well  defined 
bodies,  attractive  faces,  work- 
shirts,  jeans,  boots,  and  handker¬ 
chiefs.  Later,  enraged,  Melpo¬ 
mene  (“I  am  the  Dominatrix  of 
Drama”)  will  call  them  “two 
Christopher  Street  Clones  who  ap¬ 
pear  to  be  deluded  into  thinking 
that  love  is  a  substitute  for  crazy 
glue!”  Not  without  reason.  Tom 
and  David  have  just  had  close 
friends  over  for  dinner  for  their 
first  year  anniversary,  and  are 
now  relaxing  with  Sambuca, 
heads  on  laps.  They  have  a  short 
discussion  about  their  friends  — 
“Bob  is  so  butch  he  can  hardly  eat 
in  public.”  “Words  like  passe  can 
ruin  your  life.”  “Sex  in  bed  can 
open  up  all  kinds  of  radical  possi¬ 
bilities”  —  to  show  us  they  are 
Post-Stonewall  liberated.  They 
argue,  of  course,  over  whether 
coffee  beans  in  the  Sambuca  pro¬ 
jects  a  butch  enough  image,  and 
over  whether  they  are  truly  unlov¬ 
able  or  merely  trying  to  become 
so.  They  expose  little  bits  and 
pieces  of  themselves  to  each  other, 
then  kiss  and  make  up,  framed  by 
the  Manhattan  skyline  seen 
through  a  window  of  their  indus¬ 
trially  tasteful  apartment.  And 
they  lived  happily  forever  after. 

Not  quite.  Thalia,  merely  bored 
by  them,  has  been  making  com¬ 
ments  during  their  exchange  such 
as  “Hurry  up,  will  you?”  and 
“Are  they  going  to  start  that 
again?”  in  response  to  their  ex¬ 
posed  banalities.  Tragedy,  how¬ 


ever,  can’t  stomach  another 
moment.  She  breaks  up  their  final 
clinch  and  charges  on  stage  — 
tiara  askew  and  purple  train  trail¬ 
ing,  to  castigate  them  for  the  shal¬ 
lowness  of  their  emotions,  and  to 
criticize  the  author  by  tearing  his 
playlet  to  shreds.  She  even  hurls 
personal  epithets  at  Wilson  for  his 
foibles  and  predilections  (“Be¬ 
neath  all  that  leather,  he’s  the 
Florence  Foster  Jenkins  of  Physi¬ 
cal  Culture.”) 

Unwilling  to  be  upstaged, 
Comedy  joins  her,  and  the  merry 
go  round  is  set  spinning  for  the 
next  hour  and  a  half.  It’s  filled 
with  the  one  liners  you’d  expect 
from  an  author  who’s  been  called 
the  Neil  Simon  of  gay  theater; 
chock-a-block  with  critiques  and 
takes-offs  on  other  gay  plays 
(Bent  and  T-Shirts  get  most  of  the 
flak);  and  with  definitions  of  what 
playwriting  should  be,  and  alas 
too  often  of  what  it  settles  for. 
Forever  After  is  filled  with  more 
volte  faces  than  a  Restoration 
comedy:  roles,  characters,  per¬ 
sonae  are  reversed  and  exchanged 
in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye. 

At  one  point,  the  two  leads 
(played  well  by  Anthony  Errinson 
and  Hunt  Block)  reveal  they 
aren’t  gay  clones  at  all.  They’re 
actors:  straight  actors.  “All  gay 
plays  star  straight  actors,”  they 
explain,  and  go  on  to  say  how  they 
did  research  and  how  “One  of  my 
wife’s  friends  is  gay.” 

During  other  moments,  the 
Muses,  (Casey  Wayne  and  Bill 
Blackwell,  glorious  in  parts 
written  for  them  by  Wilson)  let  go 
of  their  identities  too.  Was  Mel¬ 
pomene  really  a  go-go  dancer  at  a 
pom  movie  house  during  inter¬ 
missions?  Or  is  she  a  shopping  bag 
lady  who  robs  other  bums  and 
drinks  stemo?  And  why  is  she  so 
willing  to  compare  cocks  with 
Jack  Wrangler? 

More  revelations  occur. 
Comedy’s  attempt  to  direct  the 
boys  back  into  their  love  scene  is 
pathetic,  sad,  whereas  Tragedy’s 
is  hysterical.  The  boys  then  take 
sides  with  the  Muses,  and  one  can 
see  how  they  exist  potentially  in 
the  two  outrageous  drags  they

An.  example  of  how  broad 
social  processes  can  shape  the 
identity  of  homosexuals  is 
afforded  by  Fran  Koski  and 
Maida  Tilchen  in  an  excellent 
article  in  Lavender  Culture.  They 
claim  that  in  the  1950s  and 
early  1960s  there  were,  for 
many  women,  few  images  of  les¬ 
bians  in  existence.  Nonetheless, 
an  artificial  picture  of  lesbian¬ 
ism  was  presented  in  lesbian 
pulps,  mostly  edited  for  a 
straight  audience  by  straight 
men.  In  reading  these  today  we 
can  glean  an  understanding  of 
straight  attitudes  towards  les¬ 
bians  in  the  period  under 
review.  More  importantly,  the 
authors  suggest  that  these 
works  were  read  by  lesbians 
themselves.  With  the  paucity  of 
literature  available  to  them, 
many  may  have  internalized 
segments  of  the  identity  the 
novels  suggested.  In  other 
words,  straight  society  often 
defines  the  roles  that  are  avail¬ 
able  to  homosexuals  for  pur¬ 
poses  of  their  self-identifica¬ 
tion.  Any  work  in  the  history  of 
homosexuality  must  take  into 
consideration  the  manner  in 
which  a  series  of  pressures  and 
limits  such  as  these  are  always 
at  work  in  modifying  attempts 
of  gay  and  lesbian  individuals 
to  assert  and  develop  their  own 
particular  style  of  life. 

In  short,  listening  to  what 


claim  to  be  shocked  by.  Tragedy  is 
still  intent  on  destruction.  (“Love 
is  V.D.  of  the  heart,”  she  de¬ 
clares),  and  Comedy  is  intent  on 
showing  how  well  suited  the  guys 
are  —  despite  all  evidence.  She 
throws  them  together  under  blue 
and  red  spots  to  re-enact  their  first 
meeting  at  a  leather  bar,  a  scene  so 
real  and  so  hilarious  that  my  once 
a  month  forays  into  gay  bars  are 
in  danger  of  going  the  way  of  the 
fifty-cent  New  York  subway  fare. 

Somehow  or  other,  inadvertent¬ 
ly,  Tragedy’s  plans  are  foiled,  but 
what  she  called  “This  obscenely 
optimistic  and  no  doubt  chemi¬ 
cally  induced  charade,”  is  also 
changed.  The  boys  clinch  for  real, 
and  the  show  is  over. 

Not  a  plot  so  much  as  a  paean 
to  Theater.  But  Wilson  is  a  satirist 
—  a  social  reformer  —  and  his 
satire  is  aimed  at  our  unthinking 
lives  —  lives  where  our  values  are 
so  up  in  the  air  one  minute,  so 
rigidly  fixed  the  next  that  we  can 
be  anybody,  or  everybody,  or  our¬ 
selves.  His  target  in  this  Eleventh 
\  ear  Anniversary  of  Gay  Pride,  is 
a  real  one:  the  vast  unconscious 
acceptance  of  easy  conformity, 
the  cop  out  of  being  a  member  of 
the  gay  bourgeoisie.  It’s  a  point 
that  we  have  to  hear  and  again 
and  again,  for  our  own  good. 

Though  it  stands  on  its  own  as 
good  entertainment  and  a  strong 
corrective.  Forever  After  is  part  of 
the  trilogy  Wilson  began  with 
West  Street  Gang  and  continued 
with  A  Perfect  Relationship.  Each 
play  has  dealt  with  the  problem  of 
finding  a  gay  identity  —  moving 
deeper  and  deeper  —  from  the 
political  context  of  the  first,  to  the 
social  interaction  of  the  second,  to 
this  play,  where  our  emotional 
lives  are  exposed  to  Wilson’s 
merciless  eye  and  humor. 

Wilson’s  play  is  only  one  of 
several  theatrical  events  produced 
as  part  of  the  Glines  First  Ameri¬ 
can  Gay  Arts  Festival.  Others  in¬ 
clude  Jane  Chamber’s  lesbian  love 
story.  Last  Summer  at  Blue  Fish 
Cove,  and  Robert  Patrick’s 
T-Shirts.  All  of  them  are  worth 
seeing,  but  for  Wilson  fans. 
Forever  After  is  a  must. 


gay  and  lesbian  individuals  in 
the  past  had  to  say,  learning  to 
understand  the  manner  in 
which  it  was  said,  and  becom¬ 
ing  aware  of  the  social  context 
in  which  all  of  this  operated,  is 
what  doing  good  gay  and  les¬ 
bian  history  is  all  about.  This, 
too,  is  what  we,  as  members  of 
the  Boston  Area  Lesbian  and 
Gay  History  Project,  hope  to 
achieve.
